The Late Government and the Present. 


WirHout any reference to party politics (and indeed the late | 


Government abjured any narrow denomination of the kind), the 
Administration of which Mr. LLoypD GrorGe was the head will 
always hold in Jewish hearts and Jewish history a unique place 
among Governments of this and every other country in modern 
times. For it was under his premiership that the Balfour 
Declaration was made with all that it implies in conceding 
to the Jewish people its right to national emancipation, and 
Mr. LLoyp GEORGE was Prime Minister when Great Britain accepted 
the Mandate for Palestine, with fts distinct instruction that the 
administration of the country was to be carried on ancillary to the 
establishment there of a Jewish National Home. Whatever may be 
said of subsequent modifications of that policy, either definite or 
indirect, the fact that his Government announced its intention of 
doing agreatand glorious act of justice tothe Jew will never be ignored 
by Jewish sentiment. For all time Jews will cherish a kindly memory 
of the profound statesmanship which made a first move towards 
solving the Jewish problem, of giving the opportunity whereby the 
fourteen millions of Jews scattered from end to end of the earth 
might be provided with a national centrum in a land, the love of 
which they have maintained with abiding affection through exile, 
through persecution, through a long, grim, and tragic history for 
close upon two thousand years. 


At the moment of writing, the new Prime Minister has not made 
any detailed announcement of policy; but we cannot believe that Mr, 
Bonar LAW, who was a member of Mr. LLOYD GEOoRGR’s Government 
when the Balfour Déclaration was made, will go back upon British 
policy in Palestine with which Jews are naturally intensely interested, 
in present-day politics, or seek—a manifestly dangerous course— 
to yield up the administrative control of the country. The Prime 
MINISTER is being urged so to do in certain quarters; but we are 
convinced that it would be infinitely more regrettable in the interests 
of the British Empire than even in Jewish interests, if England 
decided to “ clear out” of Palestine,as it is put. The most that can 
happen to Jewish national strivings, now that the powers of the world 
have conceded to the Jewish people its historic right to refound 
its National being in Palestine, is that those strivings may be either 
helped or baulked by outside influences; they cannot be wholly 
defeated. Success may be delayed; failure in the end is now, except 
on the part of Jews themselves, impossible, But the yielding up by 
this country of control of Palestine will mean, we are certain, that 
sooner or Jater it will be forced to regain it if this country is to 
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maintain the influence necessary at that strategic point for an 
Empire that holds the possessions it does in the East. The Land 
of Israel, as we have so frequently pointed out, ie the bridgehead 
of Great Britain's Eastern Dependencies, and her relations to 
Egypt as they have developed render it more important 
than ever that Great Britain should hold Palestine. We 
observe that the Colonial Office has assured Sir HERBERT 
SAMUEL that no alteration of policy in respect to Palestine 
is contemplated in consequence of the change of Government, 
That so far is satisfactory; but, notwithstanding the agitation 
among certain sections of the party of which the new PRIME 
MINISTER is the leader, we hope that the new Government will afford 
an opportunity for a new envisagement of the methods of administra- 
tion in Palestine and its purposes as laid down by the Churchill 
Statement. The announcement made by Lord BALrour in 1917 
that England was taking her rightful place in bringing national 
liberty and freedom to the Jew, after the centuries of wrong he 
has endured, was an invaluable gain to the credit of this country. 
We cannot believe that the present Government, recognising 
as it does the urgent necessity for maintaining unimpaired the 
world position of our beloved Empire, will recklessly turn that 
credit into discredit by showing iteelf careless of the honourable 
promise which was made in the name of this country to the 
Jewish people. In America, to name nowhere else, the effect 
of any so unthinkable a course would be damaging in the extreme. 


The Deputies. 


It occurs to us that those who took part in the debate on Sunday 
at the Deputies concerning the correspondence which: passed 
between Mr. LucieN Wor, on behalf of the Joint Foreign 
Committee, and Mr. Berzin, Official Agent in Great Britain 
of the Soviet Government, largely missed the point. Whether 
the tone of Mr. Wo.is letter was, as Mr. Brrzin asserted, 
“insolent’’ or not is altogether of minor importance; and 
really is for the most part a matter of taste. We ourselves 
did not think that its style was as courteous and amiable as should 
have been any communication sent by such a body as the Joint 
Foreign Committee, which cannot afford to be impolite and can well 
afford to be polite. The main question was, however, touched upon by 
Mr. MICHAEL Levy, who rightly pointed out that Mr. Berzin had in 
effect said something worse about Mr. WoLr’s letter than that it 
was insolent. He said that the allegations if contained were 
groundless and its statements were untrue. As we pointed 
out at the time when this correspondence appeared, it seems 
to us that the Joint Committee, in sitting down under this 
imputation and not at once countering it by producing the facts on 
which Mr. Lucien Wotr's letter was written, failed to con- 
sult the elemental self-respect of the community in whose behalf 
it, rightly in our view, made the protest it did against whaé 
we believe to be the horrible outrage upon Jewish religious practice 
of which the Soviet Government has been guilty. Why the 
Deputies did not ask for the publication of the facts 
of the case which Mr. Wour surely had in his possession before 
he wrote, no one seems to have explained, and we are at a loss to 
understand; There is yet time to publish the facts, and thus show 
that whatever may be said of Mr. Berzin’s judgment upon Mr 
LUCIEN WoLr’s style of letter writing, his allegation that the letter 
was based upon untruth is itself untrue. The report which the 
learned President gave of the interview with Judge CLUER was nog 
alone satisfactory in itself but was evidence of how, with a 
little judicious argument, a teasing wrong done to our people, 
which might well develop inte serious consequences, could 
be assuaged, 


THE question that was raised at the meeting in regard te 
the differentiation made by certain Insurance Companies 
against Jews is really a very old one. If we mistake nof, 
the late Sir Moses MONTEFIORE founded the Alliance Assurance 
Company for the very purpose of counteracting just such pre- 
judicial treatment of our people. It is an unfortunate 
fact, but if, as seems to be the consensus of opinion among the 
Deputies, the discrimination is based entirely upon anti-Jewish 
sentiment, then we must comfort ourselves (with such comfort as 
the thought can give us) by realising what a large amount of profig 
these insurance companies throw away by allowing blind sentimen®é 
to interfere with business. We are not surprised that Mr. LAvuRIgz 
Maanus found that he had another appointment, when called upon 
to move the resolution that stood in his name and to which we 
alluded last week. We hope we are not claiming too much 
for ourselves when we say that it seems to us that in what we 
said about Mr. Maanus’s exploit we somewhat effectually, 
as it turns out, tended to damp his ridiculous squib. Dropping 
metaphor, we exposed the real purpose he had in view and showed its 
entire futility. Mr. MAGNUS doubtless came to see, let us hope by aid off 
our observations, how even if he had carried his resolution he would 
have been helping Zionism and not doing it damage ; and he therefore 
with more prudence ee: courage excused himself, He repeated 
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something of the same exhibition of his ability to stand firm 
ata Zionist meeting on Sunday afternoon, when having made a speech, 
be soon afterwards left the meeting, we suppose to falfil another 
appointment. Mr. MAGNus is always doing that sort of thing. 
We recollect how, at a meeting which he addressed at Toynbee Hall 
some years ago, after he had spoken and when he realised the 
hostility to his remarks that existed in the meeting, he pleaded 
nother appointment. On Sunday afternoon the prospect of what, 
if he had remained, would, we can well believe, have been ihe 
ruthless criticism of Dr. SAMUEL Daic cits, made him remember that 
he ought to be elsewhere. It is a strange characteristic of this 


persistent opponent of Jionism. aod it is difticulf to determine . 


whether it arises from a CORSCIOUSNCBS of the untenability of 
his own views, or a supercilious contempt of the views of others. 
We will only add that no better proof of the attidude the Jewish 
Chronicle has taken up in regard to the CHURCHILL Statement 
and the action of the Zionist Executive Committee in con- 
curring with it. could have been afforded than tbis champion- 
ship of the Statement—subject to other appointments—of Mr. 
LAURIE MAGNUs.

Amalgamating the Relief Funds. 


WE are delighted to observe that the Cuinr RABI, at a meeting 
of the Hxecutive Committee of the Fund for the Relief of the 
Jewish Victims of the War in Bastern: Europe, moved. and 
obtained the unanimous consent of the Committee to, a 
resolution, the purpose of which is “to bring about unity of 
control in appeals for and distribution of Jewish War Victims’ 
Funds.’ If this step proves successful. it will not have 
come a moment too soon. Indeed. the Jéwish Chronicle has, 
more than once, urged the imperious necessity for some such arrange- 
ment. We would find it difficult to enumerate the funds 
that exist, all ostensibly devoted to the collection of relief for the 
victims of the war in Eastern Hurope. So many are there 
that the public becomes literaNy confused, and finds it difficult 
to. know to which fund to subscribe, or hesitates about 


subscribing to any, in case the one selected is not that 
intended for support. 


That is one aspect of the matter, 
Another is the absurd and ridiculous competition that is 
constantly going on, whereby each of the funds seeks to 


obtain contributions at the cost of the others. This is not 
only, as we say, ridiculous; it is, having regard to the common 
purpose of all the funds, criminal, Nor are we quite certain 
that the administration of the money of seme of the funds is as 
strictly in accord with the proper economy that should govern 


charitable collections as they should be. At least. current rumour 


which, however it may be discounted. anyway exists, points in that 


regrettable direction. The poor victims in whose behoof these 
monies are collected need all that‘the mest cflicient and skilled 
organisation can gather in. What this community has done hitherto 
is nothing riotously to boast about, certainly not when com pared with 
what our American fellow-Jews hawe accomplished. We believe 
the entire difference of result (allowing, of course, for the difference 
of the number of our people there and here) is to be attributed to there 
being an efficient organisation across the Atlantic, while there is a 
much more inefficient organisation here, due in the main to the 
cause which the Chief Rabbi's resolution seeks to remove. A very 
heavy responsibility will rest upon all those who hinder the 
amalgamation aimed at, and who place personal feeling and pseudo- 
dignity before the supremely urgent needs of our poor brothers and 
sisters who are sunk in the direst of trouble.

GREEN, indeed, put very forcefully the contention the 
Jewish Chronicle has so often insisted upon, that in equipping 
children to become Jews and Jewesses a Jewish education is 
essential. The instruction which children receive at the average 
non-Jewish school is designed (and rightly designed) for the purpose 
of training the scholars in the way of becoming good Christians, 
that is to say Englishmen of the Christian Faith. To provide 
educational means whereby children shall become loyal Jews, it is 
obvious that a very different system of education is needed. 
For instance, as Mr. Green pointed out, the teaching of Hebrew 
and of religious subjects in a Jewish system of education is part of 
the regular school curriculum, and is not merely superadded, thrown 
in like the baker's make-weight. ‘Thus the chief part of Jewish 
education as it should be, is not supererogator;, and in the 
end has precisely the opposite result in the upbringing 
of the children who come under its influence from that designed by 
the non-Jewish system. The Jewish War Memorial could do infinitely 
worse, with even the comparatively limited funds at its disposal, 
than the establishment of a Jewish denominational secondary school, 
which, apart from the actual good it would effect, would form an 
excellent example of the right manner in which Jewish children 
should be educated. As we have frequently pointed out, such schools 
ure maintained and carried on by other religious denominations, 
notably the Catholie; and it is:all to the discredit of Anglo-Jewry 


that it has not a public Jewish secondary school for the training of 
its Jewish children, 
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Sete and the Election.

T EVERY General Election the question is asked and 
A debated whether there is or ought to be a Jewish vote. 
That is to say, whether Jews because they are Jews should 
give the influence and weightof theirfranchise to one Party: 
or another that is before the constituencies. It is not only tradition 
it is common sense and common practice that point to the fact that 
there can be no such thing as a Jewish vote, in the sense of a vote 
tendered generally by Jews everywhere, in support of any section 
of politics. There is no fettering bond, even implied upon Jews 
compelling them to give their vote, or to refuse it, to any political 
appeal that may be madetothem. There is, speaking generally, 
no obligation wpon any Jew, as Jew, to vote this way or that. 
He forms his own judgment at to what policy is good for the State, 
what policy is best in the interests he desires to champion, and 
he gives to the candidate that appeals to him his vote, in 
accordance with his political convictions and not in deference to any 
other consideration. That is the normal position of the Jew in the 
electorate. A Jew can, with equal consistency, be either a Couser- 
vative or a Liberal, a Tory or a Radical, a Labourist or a Sociatist. 
No Patty has a right toclaim him on account of his being a Jew. 
He exercises the franchise in this country by his undoubted right 
as a British citizen. That, I say again, is the normal position of 
the Jew in the electorate. 


‘‘Die Hards.” 


But in the election that is now upon us there are some 
conditions which, sofar as the Jew is concerned, are not normal and 
are extraordinary. And the question arises and must be boldly faced: 
are there any candidates (oris there any Party) likely tocome before the 
electorate to whom Jews should, because they are Jews, give or 
from whom they should withhold their support? I say unbesitatingly 
that there are. There is, for instance, the ‘Die Hard” Party which has 
identified itself with the anti-Semitism of the Duke of Nerthumber. 
land and the anti-Judaism of the Morning Post. The Duke of 
Northumberland, like the paper Ihave mentioned, bas not hesitated 
publicly to malign Jews and to bring against them stupidly foul 
charges based upon the Nonsense of Nilus. To be sure, every 
member of the “Die Hard” party is not so “live soft” as the Duke 
of Northumberland. We had an instance a few days ago in the 
championship of Jews and Jewish strivings by a prominent ” Die 
Hard.” Still, as a party, the men composing tt stand for reaction, 
and that spells in one form or another anti-.Judaism. 


There are men attached to other parties who wil! be candidates for 
Parliament, and who have expressed themselves just as inimically 
towards our people. I cannot see how by any argument that is 
reasonable Jews can be expected or asked to give their vote 
to men who have been guilty of exhibiting racial hatred 
towards Jews. The very theory of the British Constitution is 
that a man supports the candidates or the parties that he deems 
to be both in the interests of the country and in his own. 
Anti-Judaism cannot be in Jewish interestse—that is impossible— 
and no Jew worthy of the name can think that anti-Semitism can 
be otherwise than diametrically opposed to the best interests of the 
country. So that where there is any candidate who, in order to 
gain votes—and I fear there will be many of them—panders to anti- 
Semitic sentiment, or has been habitually attacking our people, 
then whatever may be the party to which he belongs my earnest 
counsel is that no Jew should give him a vote. I go so far as to say 
that Jews should abstain from voting for such a man, even though 
it may mean the return of a candidate with whose political opinions 
they are at variance. 


Anti-Zionists, 


Among the electors who will be called upon to vote next month 
are many Jews who strenuously desire to see the Zionist policy, 
inaugurated by Mr. Lloyd George’s Government, faithfully carried 
out in Palestine. They feel that upon the success of that policy 
depends, humanly speaking, the whole future of Judaism. Judaism 
and Jews cam be made secure and maintained only by the 
establishment in Palestine—gradual as it must be, without haste 
but without rest, as it ought to be—of what ultimately will 
become a National centrum for the Jewish people. They 
ardently desire that out of the Jews of the world these who 
wish to be Jews nationally as well as religiously (and for 
for that matter as well as socially) shall have the opportunity 
given to them ofso becoming. The enterprise can be effected entirely 
at the cost of the Jews themselves, and without the least prejudice 
to Arabs or anyone else. Jews who favour Jewish nationalisation 
know that the creation of a National Home in Palestine will, 
having regard to all conditions, be eminently to the advantage 
of the British Empire. Against this policy there bave been 
marshalled lying statements of the most brazen kind. Facts 
have been distorted and happenings have been ‘write’, just as 


ay 


statements have been parodied with the most abominable disregard 
of truth and honesty by those who, for one reason or another, but 
mainly because of their blind despicable prejudice against Jews, 
wish to baulk our onward march to national freedom, The fears 
of the people have been exploited by threats of Arab violence, whieh 
has been connived at and almost openly counselled, and the glarimg 
misrepresentation has been paraded, time and time as it tas 
heen corrected, that the National Home in Palestine is 
dependent upon British bayonets at the expense of the British 
taxpayer. 

The facts are carefully hidden (1) that the troops that are m 
Palestine, since they are regular troops, could not be disbanded 
even if they were removed, and would still, therefore be, at least, 
for some time to come, a charge upon the British taxpayer, where ver 
they might be stationed. (2) That they are a diminishing burden, 
so far as Palestine is concerned. and are now ccs ing but about 
two millions a year. They will next vear, it is estimated, cost halfa 
million less, and gradually, with the prosperity of Palestine 
which Jews are bringing to the country, their burden upon the 
British Exchequer will vanish altogether. (3) That so far as 


expenditure of any other nature in Palestine is concerned, 
it is met entirely by local taxation without any recourse 
to the British Exchequer. (4) That Jewish National work in 


the country is paid for entirely by Jewish Nationalists, or those 
Jews who sympathise with the Movement, and, as a matter of 
fact,. the not inconsiderable sum of close upon £4,000,000 
sterling has been spent in Palestine, being money supplied by 
exclusively Jewish agencies—money that is the earnest of the 
Jewish desire for the upbuilding of the country. (5) That although 
there are many Jews inevery country who,of course, donot themselves 
anticipate leaving the countries of their birth and their upbriuging, 
and exchanging their residence for Palestine, there are in all countries 
many Jews who will do so as soon as facilities are given for such 
an economic development of the land.and as will enable them to live 

there by the fruit of their labour. (6) That although there are many 
Jews, as I say, who do not intend themselves to settle in Palestine and 
yield up their present nationality, yet most Jews everywhere know 
full well that the success of Jewish Nationalism in the creation of a 
Jewish National Home cannet fail to be of immense advantage 
to them and to the Jewish Cause. It will inevitably be a moral 
protection to Jews where material protection is denied them, and will 
tend to consérve.and to develop the Jewish cult which has been 

cramped, retarded, and narrowed in consequence of the conditions 
in which Jews have been compelled to live during twenty cen uries 

of oppression, mitigated sometimes by the particularly galling form 
of quasi-oppression called toleration. 

Such Jews therefore support earnestly, whole heartedly the 
Jewish National Movement, and are willing to make enormous 
sacrifices for the sake of preserving to the world Jewish culture 
that comprises a religious system to whieh the whole of the 
civilised world is so deeply indebted that it cannot adequately 
repay the obligation. Too often, therefore, like debtors of 
more material description similarly embarrassed, ignore it even if it 
does not deny the debt. These aspects, and such aspecis as these of 
the Zionist Movement and its real purpose and object, bave been 
sedulously suppressed by certain organs of public opinion. Iw 
place.of the truth about Zionism the people have been ingeminated 
with lies, damnable lies,as tothe means taken, the method pursued, 
and the purpose of Jews, who profess and call themselves Zionists and 
support the Zionist Movement. Now I submit thatany Jew who feels 
as millions upon millions of our people do in respect to the National 
Home.in Palestine and its upbuilding, ought not to be expected to 
vote for a candidate whose views are in accord with those of the 
Morning Post, the Daily Express,the Daily Mail,and Lord Sydenham, 
who wish to thwart Jewish Natioual effort and to see Zionism fail, if 
it be but for this generation. Again, | say that 1 bave no besitation 
in venturing this counsel to every Jew whoisa Zionist, to every one

of our people who wishes to see the Jewish upbuilding of Palestine. 
Because, as has been explained so many times—I myself have 
referred to the point frequently—the Jewish upbuilding of Palestine 
is just as much a British interest as a Jewish interest. A Jew then, 
who is asked to vote for a candidate who is opposed to the British 
Zionist policy in Palestine seems to me bound in consistency to 
refuse to do 80, even though his abstention may help the candidature 
of one with whose general political opinions he may be in 
disagreement, 


Anti-Aliens. 


There is another matter in which Jews are, or ought to be, 
specifically interested as Jews to the point of determining their 
vote at the coming election. I refer to the policy adopted by this 
country in respect to aliens, and not least to aliens who desire to 
immigrate to this country. ‘There is no need for me bere to 
go into any details upon this question. It will be sufficient for 
me to remind Jewish voters that the aliens affected and aimed 
at are vecessarily, to a large extent, Jews whose position 
is a direct result of Jewish world-conditions, The British Govern 
ment took certain powers at the beginning of the war to deal with 
aliens ({ am not referring, of course, to enemy aliens only), which, 
though terribly drastic, involving as was inevitable the most poignant 
suffering and the keenest injustice, were excused on the score of the 
necessities of the Defence of the Kealm. ~- But that legislation 
did not cease to operate when the Realm was no longer in danger, 
as when the defence from the country’s enemies was a prime 
aud urgent necessity. ‘To-day there is a sweeping bar against 
the entry of aliens, and, worse still, the police have the power, 
by a system which is comparable to nothing so much as to the lettres 
de cachet of France in the days before the Revolution, or to the 
authority vested by Tsarist Russia in the Okrana, to deport 
without trial and without appeal any alien residing here whose 
presence in the view of the police in not considered desirable. Here 
again, {| say the interests of a country like England, which holds its 
power through its championship for generations of all that was noble 
and good, of all that was in accord with freedom and liberty, cannot 


be bound up with the treating of human beings by methods that 


fitted Tsarist Russia, or were consistent with the worst infamies of 
the french Empire before, like Tsarist Russia, it went down to its 
doom in a sea of blood. Here again is a point in British policy in 
regard to which I submit the Jew bas a right and a duty. He ought 
not to vote for any candidate who does not place himself under a 
pledge to help mitigate the war-time harshness of dealing with 
aliens, both those resident in the country and those who desire to 
come here to settle; and what applies to the other matters of 
which | have written, applies also to this. 


As I said at the beginning. in normal circumstances the voter 
in England, who is a Jew, goes to the poll as a British citizen and 
not 4s. Jew. That is when there is no challenge to him as a Jew. 
For many years in this country, after Jews bad won the franchise and 
gained what was knownas Jewish emancipation, there was no such 
challenge to the Jew. There is, however, to-day, and the Jew of spirit 
who js self-respecting as a Jew and has within him the sentiment 
of Jewish consciousness, will not be so cowardly, or so timid, as 
not to see that as a Jew he must take up at the election that 
is about to be held, the challenge that has been thrown down 
to him. It may be asked, how shall a Jew vote who is in acon. 
stituency where there are two candidates, one an anti-Semite, an 
anti-Zionist, and an anti-Alien, but holding general political 
principles with which the Jew agrees; the other a pro-Semite, a 
pro-Zionist, and a _ proAlien, with whose general political 
principles he is entirely out of accord. The course he should 
take, is obvious—he sbould refrain from voting altogether. 
Let it be said that Jews are, up to a certain point, voting as 
Jews,in thiselection. ‘The answer is a clear one; they are thereby 


exercising the franchise in the true spirit of the British Constitution. 


They, are voting in what they deem to be the interests of the country 
as well as their-own particular interests. That is the theory by which 
every section of the population goes to the polling booth, and the 
Jew has every right to the full implication of that theory. As 
English citizen (equally as a Jew) he should employ it unreservedly,

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Obituary. 

Mr. MAURICE NATHAN. | 

The death laet week of Mr. Maurice Nathan removes & man of kindly 
and genial personality, and one whose services to the community were 
by nomeansnegiigible. He served for a considerable period as Warden of the 
North-West London Synagogue, to which he was always deeply attached. 
Oo the outbreak of war, he entered with the greatest enthusiasm into 
work for Jewish soldiers. He served the Committee that was formed for 
this purpose in an honorary capacity, but his devotion to duty mad» the 
post a “‘whole-time job.’’ Mr. Nathan was himself an “‘old soldier,’’ but 
in 1914 had passed the age for military seryice. The deceased was a son 
of the late Mr. Henry Nathan, of Birmingham, where Mr. Maurice Nathan 
was born and lived many years prior to settling in London. He, as well 
as bis cousin, the late Ben Nathan, was a raconteur of no mean 
abilities. 

A special service in memory of the late Mr. Nathan was held 
at the North West London Synagogue on Sunday last. There was a4 
crowded congregation, for Mr, Nathan, who had been connected with 
the synagogue for more than thirty years, was held in high esteem. 
The service was conducted by the Rev. M. Brown, B.A., the Minister, 
who also delivered an address, in the course of which he referred to the 
many-sided activities of Mr. Nathan—bis war services, his synagogal 
work, and his other communal endeavours, The funeral, at Willesden, 
was attended by alarge number of friends. 


Mr. RALPH BELILIOS (Hong Kong). 


The death occurred last week in London of Mr. Ralph Belilios, a 
barrister, of Hong Kong, where his late father, a great friend of Lord 
Beaconsfield, resided.

A Student's Defection.

The SECRETARY reported that Mr. Arthur E. Franklin had given £100

The CHAIRMAN reported that Mr. Jacques Cohen, one of the students of 
the College, had resigned, stating at the time of his resignation that he 
had articied himself to a Solicitor. This gentleman had been educated 
for six years at the expense of the community, and it was for the Council 
to consider what steps it should take in the matter. 

The following letter was read :— 


Dear Dr. BUCHLER, 

You will no doubt be surprised to hear that I have thia Week become 
articled to a firm of solicitors, and that now, after six years of studentship 
at Jews’ College, I have been influenced by many and various consideration- 
to pursue a profession to which the curriculum af College was not intended 
directly at any rate—to be preparatory. Throughout the first four. years of 
my studentship, both my parents and | were agreed, and even intent, on my 
entering the Jewish ministry. I was particularly keen on carrying on the— 
what has come to be regarded as -sacred tradition of our family, and on being 
the first representative of the fonrth generation in the clerical profession. 
Avd, apart from the sentimental considerations, | was conceited enongh 
to regard myself as well-fitted to become an Angio-Jewish niinister. I had, 
and always have had, an intense love of Jewish literature and Jewish 
tradition, and have always enjoyed the learned lectures of every one of the 
Professors. I felt that the sincere and even seif-sacrificing mauner in which, 
with rless imperturbability, they were instriling knowledge into the minds 
of the students, was having a tremendous effect upon me; and that, though 
it was never in my nature to be erclusively a scholar, the knowledge of the 
sources of Judaism that I was imbibing, tovether with the healthy traditional! 
home-life in which I was living, were combining to form the indispensable 
basis for my future career. I was, at the same time, fortunate enough to have 
had a good public-school education, and the knowledge of English and 
modern languages that 1 had acquired there, together with the fact that I 
was born in this country, would have been a very useful asset, I felt, 
to an Anglo Jewish minister. I have always had, as Dr. Daiches has noticed 
and most earnestiy encouraged (and for which tremendous service to me I shal! 
ever be grateful to him), a bent towards homiletics and sermon-writing. It is 
perhaps natural, then, that with the arrogance of youth I considered these 
points, t gether with the nataral advantage of a serviceable speaking—and 
singing —voice, to be promising of great assistance to me in the career on which 
I had set my mind. 

It is only daring the last two vears that doubts and questionings have, at 
tirst slowly and relactantly, and then with greater force, risen in my mind as to 
the *‘ ideal ’’-ness of the life of an Anglo-Jewish minister. It 1s probable that, as 
I have grown older, truths, hitherto hidden, have gradually been evincing 
themselves; but, be that as it may, the fact that I have three uncles in the 
Jewish ministry, all of whom are Rabbis and representative men in their 
profession, and that I have been, by force of ciroumstances, often in intimate 
contact with various other Jewish ministers, has disillusioned me in the follow- 
ing way: that whereas I had, previously, realised that, financially, the position 
of the Jewish minister was not satisfactory, even in the leading positions, but 
had felt that the self-sacrifice of the minister was in some respect compensated 
for in the respect and reverence which he gained from his community, I have 
since had ample opportanity of seeing that that respect and reverence are not 
only hardly ever to be met with, bat, in many cases, vary in inverse proportion to 
the sincerity of the minister. I haveseen ministers (I mentioned one particular 
case privately to you, when I was feeling it very sorely) who ar most sincere and 
hard-worRing men, openly insulted by their wardens; I have seen ministers in 
leading London synagogues who must submit, in their every action, to the ruling 
of their, in many cases, incapable Boards of Management. I have, at the same 
time, seen ministers, whom 1 know to be flagrantly insincere and obnoxiously 
hypocritical, gaining the respect of the members by insidious flatterings and by 
preaching beautiful sermons which they obviously do not practise, whilst their 
more sincere colleagues meet with a sympathy which contains in it a large 
element of contempt. These facts, dear Dr. Biiehler, are not exaggerated, 
and | can supply examples for every case. This has been the chief con- 
sideration that has influenced my present course ef action ; and I must add that 
nobody can be more disappointed than I have been to find an ido! upon which I 
had set my eye, smashed to pieces. But I can assure you, dear Dr. Biichler, 
that though my connection with Jews’ College has come to an end, the 
tremendous knowledge which I have gained from your inexhaustible store of 
scholarship, and from that of al! the professors, will never have been jost on me. 
The influence of jews’ College has always been to make me feel the greatness 
of Jewish literature and history, and that, after all, can be retained in a lay 
capacity. It is my greatest ambition to bea lay minister, and if I can achieve 
this object I shall feel that I have not done the College so great a wrong in 
leaving it at this stage.

Sir ADOLPH TUCK expressed surprise at the conclusions arrived at by 
Mr. Bentwich. There was no question here cf religious scruples or 
unfitness, but merely whether the ministers this student had met got 
sufficient reverence. It was a serious position for the Council and the 
Treasurer to ask the community for money when, after giving free 
education, their students left for other professions. He thought it was 
the duty of the Council to take a strong view. | 

Mr. 8. Moses, M.A., said that he was not at all impressed by the 
sincerity of the letter, but he spoke without knowing the writer. The 
position of the College was serious, inasmuch as there were only eight 
students and eight in the Preparatory Class. They were therefore 
providing a very expensive training. He thought the conduct of this 
student was very reprehensible. 

The Rev. J. F. STERN said that he was glad Mr. Cohen had gone, 
because he showed an absence of enthusiasm for the profession and was 
therefore not likely to adorn it.

There were 
many forces and movements to abolish Judaism. He was not 
afraid of open enemies -—of open “Liberals ”—if a “ Liberal” came and 
said: “I do not believe in the Torah—I believe in the Gospels.” 
But when that same man wrapped himself up in a Taliith of 
orthodoxy and said : “I am really traditional; lam not so very 
bad; come to me!”"—when hypocrisy was organised it was dangerous. 
They need counteracting inftuences, and he welcomed the opening of 
that hall as a movement in the right direction. 

The REV. 8S. Gross, in moviog a vote of thanks to the Chief Rabbi 
and Mrs. Hertz, said that they intended to have services in that hal! and 
to epjoy themse!ves there, and they would all work with the grand 
purpose of intensifying and hallowing the Jew within them.

The CHIEF RABBI expressed thanks, on behalf of Mrs. Hertz and him- 
self, for all the kindness and honotr shown them that night.

CLVII.—A QUESTION OF POPULATION. 
My Dear Covstn, 


I think it is true to say that uncertainty is one of the characteristics 
of this age of ours. In almost every sphere of human thought men and 
women are groping for guidance and searching for new principles. Old 
ideals are being cast overboard, and iu many cases new ones have not 
yet materialised. It is always so in an age of upheaval, and what 
upheaval can be be compared to that produced by a war’ The war has 
swept away many an old landmark, and people have lost their bearings. 
Read the reports of the various religious copferences held recently in this 
country, and you obtain the impression that this experience is almost 
universal. 

Of the many problems that are troubling the public mind, perhaps 
that of the growth of population takes the foremost place. In normal times, 
when an average standard of comfort remains constant over a fairly long 
period, men and women inarry and rejoice in their natural increase. But 
when the conditions of life are hard, when the struggle for existence 
becomes almost savage, when hope vanishes away, and life to many 
seems hardly worth living, the attitude of men and women to the 


question of children changes considerably. People open their ears to the . 


preachers of pessimism; and siowly and surely the view obtains 
currency that fewer and fewer children should be brought into the 
world. With some the argument is that life is not worth while, and 
that it is not proper to bring more human beings into it. With others 
the case is stated differently. Efficiency is theirideal. They would see 
children born into the world, but they desire to assure to all of them the 
best education and the best social and hygienic conditions. They say the 
world will never be made better unless the race of men is improved. 
Buttoo many children make it impossible to improve the race. They 
therefore demand fewer children and greater opportunities. 

Clearly thisisa matter of some importance. It is one of those 
problems which reach down to the root of things, and one has the right 
to ask, what view do Jews take of it’ Is thereaspecifically Jewish view 
atall? And if there is, is it being preached and practised by Jews” 

Here we have a question of practical Judaism. Of passive Judaism 
we have more than enough. Going to synagogue, subscribing to charities, 
reading the Jewish Press, are all desirable and should be encouraged. But 
these things are largely ou the surface of life, if I may put it so. They 
leave the urgent matters of our day pretty much where they were before. 
They give them no very marked Jewish colouring. But the population 


question is different. There is a specifically Jewish attitude in this most 
important aspect of life. Do Jews live up to it? 

From the oldest times children among Jows have been regarded as , 
divine gift. ‘‘Lo, children are an heritage of the Lord; happy is the 
man that hath his quiver full of them.” In order to drive home thy 
lesson of the excellence of large families, the Mishna quotes the words 
Isaiah that God did not create the world to be a waste; He formed it to 
moy’ NDv’>. Indeed. a delightful Midrash declares that ever since Hy 
completed the work of the creation, God Almighty has occupied Himse); 
with nothing else but the making of marriages. By means of 
marriages he ensures the continuance of his work, The Talmud lays 
stress on the same point by declaring that when a man appears before 
God at the last jadgment, one of the first questions he will be asked wi)! 
be whether he contributed to the growth of humanity by foundinga family. 

And what was: considered founding a family? The School o: 
Shammai answered, two boys, and the School of Hillel.a boy and a gir). 
But this limit did not imply two-children families. On the contrary, 
large families were looked upon as a sigao of divine blessing. There i« 
recorded a saying by Rabbi Akiba on this point: “ A beard isan adornment 
of the countenance, woman is the joy of the heart, and children are a 
gift from God.” God, it is said in another place, has three treasures, th: 
keys of which he himself retains: The treasure store of rain, the 
treasure store whence comes the power of reviving the dead, and th. 
treasure store of children. Children are the ornaments of the wor!lc 
in general, and of women in particular.. Children are peace-bringers. 
for the thoughtfulness which is concentrated on them occupies the mind 
to the exclusion of things that might bring annoyance. When a son was 
born to the daughter Of Rabban Gamliel, she asked her fatber to 
give her his blessing. The Rabbi replied: ‘‘May you never 
cease crying out, ‘O, dear!'’” The young mother expressed he: 
astonishment at such a blessing. But her father’s explanation was 
satisfactory. “As long as your boy lives, you will be saying, dear, 
my son has not yet had his meal,’ or ‘O, dear, my son has not yet had 
his rest,’ or ‘©, dear, my son will be late for school.’ ” 

The duty of bringing children into the world was looked upon as of 
such importance that if a couple remained childless after ten years of 
married life, it became necessary for them to be divorced so that the man 
might marry again. But it would appear that this custom was never 
scrupulously observed. By way of illustration, the following very charm 
ing story may be read in one of the ancient Midrashim. When Rabbi 
Simon ben Jochai was in Sidon, a couple appeared before him requesting 
him to divorce them, since though they had been married ten years they 
still had no children. But the Rabbi observed great unwillingness on the 
part of both husband and wife. Whereupon he suggested to them 
that before being actually separated they should celebrate their 


cee coming divorce as they had celebrated their marriage-by a feast. 
The idea appealed to them, and to a divorce feast they according!y 
invited their friends. The husband partook gaily of the wine that flowed 
in abundance, and as a merry jest the wife asked her husband for « 
memento of their married life. “Take,” replied her lord, “the most 
precious thing you can find in my house, and carry it away with you to 
your father’s house.” The feast ended, and the husband having drunk 
his fill was overcome by the wine, and fell asleep on his couch. No 
sooner had he shut his eyes than the lady ordered the {servants to carry 
the couch and its occupant to her father’s house. At midnight the 
bibulous husband awoke, and finding himself amid strange surroundings 
asked to know where he was. His wife informed him, and added by way of 
explanation, that as he bad told her to take away the most precious object 
from his house, she had taken him and meant to keep him! 

Marriage has always been looked upon among Jews as the norma! 
state for men and women: an old maid isa type unknown in ancient 
Jewish Literature. Tradition relates that Miriam, the sister of Moses, 
had to wait long for a husband because she was ugly. Eventually she 
married Caleb, and the Almighty was made to say, “she shall have many 
children, and these will give her beauty.” 

Many children—that has always been the ideal of Jewish life. 
Economic considerations hardly ever entered into the question ; if there are 
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4 many mouths to feed is not God good? Doth He not load us with benefits 
i daily ? That was the old spirit. To-day large: families among Jews are 
i the exception. Jews are being influenced by their environment, The 
+ arguments put forward in support of small families which apply to the 
. general population also hold good for Jews. There is the economic 


factor; the factor also of convenience; perhaps too what is regarded in 
some quarters as selfishness. There is no need to pass judgment. The 
only question is (and it is vital), if we profess to be Jews, are we to 
maintain the old Jewish ideal in regard to families? Put broadly the 
question may be summarized as Neo-Malthusianism v. Judaism, Judaism 
has certain definite traditions in this matter. Even granted that there is 
no need to be a slave to tradition, have we not here an urgent problem. 
one that needs consideration? Are Jews really living the Jewish life, no 
matter how regularly they go to the Synagogue, if they deliberately limit 
the size of their families? On the other hand, can Neo-Malthusian doctrines 
be brought into accord with the highest ethics? If so, they may possibly 
be given a sanction from the Jewish point of view. In any event we 
ought to be clear on the subject. A policy of drift, here as elsewhere, 's 
to be condemned. There are some thinkers who say that the new 
doctrines, the very opposite of what Jewish tradition holds up as an ideal. 
will make in the long run for the decimation of the Jewish race. “ne 
authority has already written the doom of German Jewry, which, what 
with small families and exter-marriage (for the most part sterile), is 
decreasing in point of numbers to an alarming extent. If we are God + 
witnesses, should we tamely see ourselves shrinking away into 
nothingness? And if we are not God’s witnesses, what are we?

The PRESIDENT submitted the following report of the Law and 
Parliamentary Committee :— 


The Committee met on the 10th October at the Central Synagogue, Hallam 
Street. 


1. The Committee considered objections raised to the Elections of Deputies 
for the Light of Life and Spital Square Synagogues respectively. In the former 
case the Committee advises the Boird that the election was prima facie valid 
and, no proof to the contrary having been furnished, the Committee recommends 
that the election be affirmed and objection overruled, In the latter case the 
Committee has come .o the conclusion that no proper election was held. in 
the exceptional circumstances of the case the Committee recommends the Board 
to give leave for a fresh election to be he!d within six calendar months. 

2. The Committee has considered a suggestion on the part of a Jewish 
Insurance Broker tht action is nec ssary in view of the difficulty of placing a 
certain class of Jewish Insurances. The Committee has learnt that there 
ex'sts, and has existed for many years, a Committee in the East End of London, 
Which assists one of the leaiing Insurance Companies (the Alliance) in con- 
nection with the selection of its Jewish business. and in these circumstances 
your Committee has recommended the Broker in question to address himself, in 
snitable cases, to that Company. 

3. The Committee has widely circulate!, both through the Jewish Press, 
ad otherwise, information afforded by the South African Jewish Board of 

eputies as to difficulties arising through the increased stringency of the 
Immigration Laws affecting persons desiring to enter South Africa, and as to 
the special precautions which have consequently become necessary on the part 
of intending immigrants. 

4. The Rev. A. Green has addressed a complaint to the Board as to a 
requirement made by the Chief Rabbi of Amsterdam with regard to a marriage 
registered by Mr. Green in the Books of the wg oY Synagogue between a 
Dutch Jew and an English Jewess. The Chief bbi of Amsterdam did not 
question the jegality of the marriage but on!y its validity under Jewish Law, and 
asked that Dr, Hertz’s assurance should be obtained that he recognised the 


: | 
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marriage as yood. It was stated thatthe revuirement was based on the fact thae 
the Chief Rabhi of Amsterdam did not know Mr. Green. As the matter involved 
a question of Ecclesiastical L. w, it was referred to Dr. Hertz, who expressed hie 
Willingness to give the necessary assurance, and an intimation to this effect has 
been forwarded to Mr. Green.

The PRESIDENT said that a Deputation consisting of Lord Koth+child, 
Mr. Emauvel, and himself had waited on Judge Cinuer in reference to 
certain remarks he had made from the Bench reflecting upon the Jewish 
community asa whole, The deputation told the Judge the fee ing that 
existed with regard to these expressions, and he replied that he did not 
mean to use such expressions, and did not think he bad used them. They 
showed him seme newspaper cuttings, and the Judge said that if they 
had been reported he must have used the expressions, but did not mean 
to. He said that he had been betrayed by anger. and he had subsequently 
written a letter in the course of which he wrote “I greatiy regret the 
mistakes, which are wholly unintentional.” He (the President) thought 
they might depend on it that the Judge would refrain in future from 
making remarks which applied to the whole community, but which he 
meant to apply to individual cases. 

At this stage of the proceedings there were lond complaints as to the 
acou-tics of the hall, and the President agreed to address the meeting 
seated. 

Mr. Vorris Myer (Cannon Street Road) asked whether the gentlemen 
who would attend the Keren Hayesod Conference would report to the 
Board, and would propose ways and means for making its moral support 
effective. 

The PRESIDENT said that he had no doubt they would report. 
rest would vepend on circumstances.

INSURANCE COMPANIES AND JEWS. 


Mr. R. KATZ (West End Talmnd Torah) drew attention to a paragraph 
in the report relating to the difficulty of Jews in placing insurance. To 
cited a number of companies that refused to accept insur nce busin: s4 
from Jews. He claimed that the Committee referred to in the report had 
ceased to exist. It had only given assistance to persons becoming 


members of the Federation of Synagogues, and those it had recommended 
had been charged double premium. (Laughter). He moved the reference 
back of this paragraph of the report for further consideration. 

Mr. M. Hurvres (Poltav.s) seconded. 

The PRESIDENT said that they had been advised by Str Stnart Samuel 
that the East End Committee was still in existence and was prepared 
to give assistance to Jews who had difficulty in placing insurance. 

Mr. B. S. STRAUS, J.P. (East London), said that he had had some 
experience of tre work of the Committee in which the late Mr. Mark 
Moses had taken great interest, and his daughter Miss Miriam Mos *, who 
Was a magistrate, was still active on its behalf. There was no difficulty 
in placing insurance for respectable Jews who could give satisfactory 
refereuces. 

Mr. MORRIS MYER (Cannon Street Road) urged that action shou'd be 
taken to pre vent companies from placing a stigma upon Jews generally. 
He had himself seen correspondence from a certain compa |y in which it 
was stated that persons of the Jewish persuasion could not be ace pted 
for insurance. The matter affected the prestige of Jews iu general, and 
Was 8 matter in which the D-puties should take action. 

Mr. B. PEARLMAN (Hil, Old) supported the reference back. He 
suggested that one solution would be the formation by the Jewish 
community of an insurance company of their own. 

Mr. P. Buens (Wolverhampton) said they could not dictate to 
insurance companies what business they should or should not accept. 
No company would refuse profitabe basiness. 

Mr. M. H. Davis (Cannon Street Road) said that the whole question

was that insurance companies had no right to discriminate against Jews 
as Jews. 

Mr. ALFRED INsTONE (Pontypridd) said that a great principle was 
involved, He knew that there was differentiation made, and they must 
endeavour to induce the companies to withdraw a condition that was an 
affront to the whole community. 

The PRESIDENT said that the Committee would take the matter back 
if the Deputies wished, but it seemed to him a waste of time. There 
were at least two companies, the Alliance and Guardian Eastern, which 
would take any respectable Jewish insurance business, and ordinary 
rates were charged for ordinary risks.

JOINT FOREIGN COMMITTEE. 


The following report of the Joint Foreign Committee was submitted: 

A meeting of the Committee was held at 60, Old Broad Street, on August 21st. 

SOVIET Russia HunGary.—The Committee bad under consideration 
comnmmunications relative to the sufferings of the Jews of Russia under the new 
anti-religious decrees of the Soviet Gov ernment, and the panic caused in Western 
Hungary by the renewed activity of the anti-Semitic societies and the threat of 
widespread pogroms. In the first case, it was resolved to make representations 
to the Moscow Government through the Russian Delegation in London, and, 
in the second case, the Secretary was directed to bring the facts to the notice of 
the League of Nations as constituting a ‘‘ danger of infraction ’’ of the Minority 
Clauses of the Treaty of Trianon, on which the Council is empowered to take 
action 

THe LEAGUE OF NaAtIONs.—The Secretary presented a report on tie 
meeting of the Council of the League of Nations held in London in July. 
The text was published in the Jewish Press on August 25th. The Committee 
also considered the agenda of the approaching third session of the Assembly of 
the Teague, and instructed the Secretary to proceed to Geneva to watch 
questions of Jewish interest that may come before the Assembly. ‘The 
Secretary’ was specially instructed to present a petition to the Assembly on 
the subject of the misinterpretation of Article 8) of the Treaty of St. Germain 
by the Austrian Government. This action has become necessary in consequence 
of the failure of the Committee to move the Council of the League on the 
gubiect. In this connection a letter was read from a leading Jewish organisa. 
tion in Vienna, stating that the attitude of the Austrian Government in regard 
to Article 80 remained unchanged. 

Russo Jewish is proceeding actively with 
certain overseas Jewish organisations, and also with the High Conimissioners 
of the British Dominions and the Agents-General of the Colonies in London, 
with a view to securing facilities for the emigration and settlement of Russian 
refugees overseas. The guestion is beset with very serious difficulties, but 
the efiorts of the Joint Committee have been supported by the American 
Jewish Congress Committee and the South African Jewish Board of Deputies, 
and, thanks to the courtesy of the High Commissioners and Agents-Gencral, 
the question is now being considered by many of the Colonial Governments. 

Mr. LUCIEN WoLr made a confidential statement on matters 
subsequent to those dealt with in the report. 

Mr. M. J. LANDA (Leeds, Old), who paid a tribute to Mr. Wolf's work 
at Goneva, asked whether any steps were being taken to secure Jewish 
interests at the very important International Labour Congress, at which, 
inter atic, the question of emigration was being discussed. He urged 
that an endeavour should be made to secure the appointment of a Jewish 
expert, such as Mr, Wolf, to the British Delegation, who would have the 
right of taking part in the proceedings. 

Mr. WOLF said that Mr. Landa’s suggestion had been anticipated. 
The question of emigration would be dealt with at a special commission, 
at which Jewish interests were safeguarded. 


THE CORRESPONDENCE WITH THE SOVIET GOVERNMENT. 

Mr. BERTRAM JACoRS, LL.B. (Newport, Mon.), said that the Jewish 
Chronic’ec had published a correspondence between Mr. Lucien Wolf and 
the Agent for the Soviet Government in regard to certain anti-Jewish 
decrees, and other injurious attacks upon the Jews of Russia. He could 
not help thinking that for once Mr. Wolf's tact had deserted him, and hoe 
thought the lettcr deserved to some extent the term applied to it by the 
Russian Agent of ‘‘insolent.'’ They had addressed the Russian Govern. 
ment in a manner in which they would not think of addressing any other 
Government in the world, and this at a time when the Kussian 
Government was particularly touchy. It wasoutof favour and down on its 
luck. (Laughter.) He submitted that they should not have taken advantage 
of these two facts, and should have addressed the Government in a 
particularly considerate manner. ‘Their object was not to score off the 
BSolshevists but to aid their people in Russia. He could not help 
comparing the tone of this letter with the action taken in respect of the 
remarks of Judge Cluer. There they had gone about the matter in a 
very different way and had produced very different results. After 
reading the correspondence, he said that while the matter of the letter 
might be justified, the manner of it was not, and he contended that if the

He thought that no action should be taken without 
consulting Sir Isidore Spielman, who bad great knowledge of the subject. 

Mrs. A. Mope. (Union of Jewish Women) also opposed the motion. 
She thought that the community had quite enough to do to strengthen 
its own institutions. 

The PRESIDENT said that the Hon. Officers had no desire to defeat 
this motion, but he was not certain that any good would come of it. If 
Mr. Landa and his friends thought they could produce a useful report, 
be saw no objection to a Committee being set up.

ADDRESS BY RABBI PROFESSOR DR. H. GOLLANCZ. 


Oa Thursday of last week, at the International Conference held under 
the ‘egis of the Council of Public Morals, at the Westminster Congre- 
gational Church, and at which the Bishop of Southwark presided, Rabbi 
Dr. Hermann Gollancz, M.A. (the only Jew to take part in the Conference), 
in speaking on “The United Demonstration of the Churches,” said that 
he represented a religion which stood for cleanliness and cleanness, for 
purity and morality, for sanctity and sanctification. lt was a gratifying 
‘iga of the times that Christian and Jew could join in a demonstration on 
a common platform and neither be asked to surrender any of the essential 
doctrines of his own faith. Such a conference must make for a better 
understanding between man and man, between one country and another, 
and in time that better feeling must embrace the countries into which it 
bad not yet permeated. In the work of reaffirming the world’s moral 
ideal there was a great deal of cleansing to be done in their own Augean 
Stable. Matters were far from satisfactory in England. Were people 
taught to realise that a religion confined to church or chapel, synayogue 
or mosque, was no religion at all, and that religion, proper and real, had 
to penetrate every thought, word, and action of man, and govern his 
daily life? Sanctity on Saturday or Sunday, and sin on other days of the 
week, was not what he meant by religion. ‘To recognise that, and to act 
upon it, was the only way to find the '* Kingdom of God’’ on earth. The 
war Was responsible for much of the evil that at present existed in that 
country and the world, but i¢ was not responsible for all. Only when the 
Spirit of brotherhood would embrace pameny as a whole would a 
popeers dream be realised; ‘‘In that day the Lord shall be one, and

ANNUAL MEETING, 


Mr. M. A. SPIELMAN presided at the annual meeting of the Society 
held last Monday at the offices of the Jews’ Hospitaland Orphan Asylum, 
31, Duke Street, Aldgate. 

In moving the adoption of the report and balance-shect, the 
CHAIRMAN said that the situation of the society was satisfactory, 


a state of affairs which could hardly be said of other communal — 


charities. The institution was in its 143rd year, and was supported 
by over one thousand contributors. Last season, through the 
generosity of the community, over 40,000 tickets were distributed 
to the poor, as compared with 30,000 in 1916. Considering the large 
extent of unemployment and the general depression in trade, the results 
were very satisfactory, and were a tribute to the work of the Distribation 
Committee who took upon themselves the important duty of selecting the 
deserving cases. He felt sure that the community would continue to 
have confidence in the Distribution Committee and support the Society 
in the future as it had done in the past. He regretted the unavoidable 
resignation of Mr. Victor A. Moss from the post of Treasurer and thanked 
him for his services. There was little doubt, said the Chairman, in 
conclusion, that the satisfactory position of the Society was duein a great 
measure to the splendid work done by the Hon. Secretary, Mr. Edward A. 
Joseph, who wasably assisted by his son, Mr. Gerald B. Joseph, and the 
new Secretary, Mr. 1. Abrahams. The accounts showed an increase in 
subscriptions and donations, and there was a balance at the bank to June 
last of £93. 

Mr. E>warpb A. JosEePH, in seconding the adoption of the report and 
balance-sheet, thanked the Chairman for his appreciative reference to 
bis services. He would continue to work for the Society, which was 
founded by a former member of his family.

INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
WITH 
CoLONEt J. H. LEVEY, D.S.O. 


GREAT Statesman once said that his chief asset was tho 
possession of © an objective exe This quality ts certainly 
possessed by Lieut,-Col. |, H. Levey, D.8.0., O.B.E., who 
played a great part, both direcily and indirectly, in the 
winning of the Great War. Many of the oflicers of the Regular Army 
and a very large proportion of the commissioned ranks of the 
Territorials had passed through bis 
hands at one time or another at the 
Schoo! of Instruction. The full story 
of his connection with the Naval 
Division bas still to be written, and 
Colone! Levey has bequeathed to the 
New Army a scheme of infantry train. 
ing in which his hand appears upon 
every page. Since his return to civil 
life, he bas done valuable work in 
organising the peace-time activities of 
the British Hed Cross Society. He is 
now associated with the firm of Raphael 
‘Tuck and Sons, for whom he recently 
undertook a tour of the Near East, 
including the Land of Israel in his 
itinerary. Just because of his pos 
session of the “ objective ey*.

Levey views on the prospects in Vales. 
Colonel J. I. Levey, D.S.O. ~~ tine are particularly vaiuabie. To a 
representative of the Jewish Chronicle 
he has given an account of some of the things he saw and heard in 
the course of his tour. 
THE JEW AS AGRICULTURALIST. 

“The thing that struck me most in Palestine,” said Colonel Levey. 
“was the Jew as agriculturalist. Il watched tue primitive methods of the 
Arabs and the very careless system of farming. 1 contrasted them 
with the Jewish farmors, who are very much more skilful and up-to date, 
and are making use of modern agric. itural implements. Many of the 
Jewish farmers had the latest Au-crican tractors at work in the tields. 
was particularly impressed with the young students from the Agric ‘tural 
Training School, and all of those to whom [ spoke were immigrants who 
bad arrived in the country within the !ast cighteen months. Their 
physique and health were perfectiy wonderful. They looked like 
modern Greek gods. Great muscles stcod cut on their bare arms, 
and their facos were brown as berrics. ‘they looked perfect speci. 
mens of manhood, and they told me that had 1 seen them when they 
arrived I should not have recognised them as the same persons. They 
all spoke Hebrew. {| was pleased to sce a Christian Arab among the 
students at the school. He, too. could speak Hebrew. Tho school 


rnakes all its own implements and is quite solf-contained. The Jewish 


farmers are using chemical manures. and are obtaining remarkable 
results, which will still farther improve when they have more cxperience. 
The Jewish orange groves yield over 5) per cent. more than those culti. 
vated by Arabs. The Arab grower gets only £6 to £7 per acre, whereas 
the Jewish growers get £i2 to £15. ‘Thirty per cent, ot the total orange 
production of the country is provided by Jewish growers, which is very 
remarkable in view of the difference of population. Another contrast 
between the Araband Jewish agriculturalist is in the method of irrigation. 
The Arabs still use the primitive chain pumps, whereas the Jews 
are using up-to-date petrol pumps. 
PETACH-TIKVAH, 

“A very striking illustration of the agricultural progress of the Jewish 
settlers is provided by the colony of lVetach Tikvah. In 1390 land there 
was bought at the rate of £3 2s. per acre. ‘Lhe price to-day is £40 per 
acre, showing the improvement of values due to the labour of the 
colonists. In 1880 the value of the whole colony was estimated at £1,000; 
to-day it represents £600,000. The colony has a population of 5,000, of 
whom a good proportion are new imtuigrants, and the Mayor of the colony 
informed me that they could take twenty thousand more without any 
disco nfort or without buying a single additional acre of ground. This 
shows that the allegation that the new immigrants must necessarily 
displace old settlers is ail moonshine. This particular colony shipped 
last year 55),000 cases of oranges. I was much impressed with the 
colony s beautiful synagogue, which is used daily. 

TEL-AVI\, 

“I was disappointed, however, to (ind no piace of worship in Tel Aviv, 
though I was informed that plans had been prepared for a synagogue 
which would appear to be required for a population of over 11,000 Jews. 
{ am inclined to think that the place of worship referred to by Mr. Murray 
Rosenberg in your issue of the 13th inst. is not in Tel-Aviv proper at 
all, ‘Tcl-Aviy is different from anything else in Palestine. One has the 
impression of being in an up-to-date watering place. The rapidity with 
which buildings are being constructed by Jewish architects and Jewish 
labour is a very worthy achievement. ‘here are buildings in Tel-Aviv 
which compare with those in any modern town in Germany or England. 
I was greatly impressed by the Infant Welfare Centre established by 
New Zealand Zionists, and admirably conducted by two efficient nurses, 
the Misses Ashberry and Hyaws. It is splendidly equipped and is doing 
very excellent work, While in Tel-Aviv I made an informal inspection 
of the immigrants’ camp which is under the control of Mr. Gordon, a 
Zionist official, though supervised by the Government. I was shown the

Anti-Semitism in Germany. 


A Noteworthy Speech. 


The following article appeared in the issue of the [+ )/ine 
of the 19th inst:— 

The Union for the Combating of Anti-Semitism (a non Jewish 
body) held a few days ago an exceptionally well-attended meeting 
in Mayence. The chair was taken by the ex-Miaister of State, 
Mr. D. Gothein, who spoke on “The Internal and External! 
bangers of Anti-Semitism.” He said that anti-Semitism was a 
reactionary movement based on a feeling of arrogance and a lust for 
domination which had no moral justification. I6 was ridiculous to 
imagine that the Jews, who formed oue per cent. of the population, could 
dominate Germany ; « qually ridiculous was the calumny that the “three 
huocered Elders of Zi.n” ruled the world. When such legends passed 
current as irrefutable truth, it Was no wonder if young ex-officers were 
incited to commit murder in the belief that they were doing a service to 
their country. ‘The real culprits were those who had instilled into these 
young minds the poison of race-hatred. It was the duty of cvery upright 
Christian to counteract such machinations. It had been proved by 
documentary cvidence that there had been no international Jewish 
conspiracy to annihilate Germany, that on the contrary, promi 
nent Jews abroad had striven to prevent the outbreak of war. 
The speaker went on to show the untruth of the main anti-Semitic 
contentions, such as that of Jewish profiteering during the war. The 
sins of individuals should not be visited on the whole body . there were 
black sheep armong the Christians as well as among the Jews. Jews 
could not be denied the right to call themselves Germans. There was 
no true German race. lI-veryonc was German who thought and felt like 
a German, and contributed to German culture. This culture would not 
have attained its present level without the acsistance of the Jews. The

{saw no sigus of discontent, and the !abour conditions appeared to be 
very satisfactory. 

‘THE JAFFA GYMNASIUM, 

‘ Another institution which greatiy impressed me was the Jatfa 
Gymnasium, a very delightful Hebrew High School. IL was particularly 
struck by the beautiful gardens tended by the young students, and by 
their prowess at gymnastics aided by most up-to-date cquipment. I 
attended a concert given by a choir of about 7) students, and was much 
moved by the beautiful rendering of Hebrew songs. 

THE GENDARMERIE. 

‘During my stay I had an opportunity of seeing the new 
gendarmerie, and their fine Training School under the command of 
Major Montefiore of the 21st Lancers. Both the mounted and foot 
sections are composed of Jews aud Arabs who are rapidiy becoming a 
inost efficient force. There was very good feeling between the Arab and 
Jewish members. 

NON-JEWISH OPINION, 

I took particular pains,” said Col. Levey, “to ascertain the state of 
non-Jewish opinion in the country. I[ had conversations with prominent 
Christians who were old residents, and | gathered that there was a good 
deal of public feeling hostile to Zionists. [ heard complaints concerning 
certain immigrants with Bolshevist ideas who had arrived in 120, and 
who attempted to foment unrest. Another complaint wus directed 
against the Zionist Organisation for subsidising certain Jewish Govern 
ment officials and police, which had created a feeling of jealousy among 
other officials. Another charge against the Zionist Organisation was that 
they attempted to influence Government appointments and Government 
policy. I also heard complaints against the Cha/uzin, that they adopted 
an arrogant air in the streets and open places: and as one Arab put it 
to me, ‘one would think that these men had coniuered Jerusalem under 
Allenby.’ I merely state the charges as they were recounted to me. 
Personally, I saw nothing of this arrogant behaviour, although I looked 
for it. The Jews were behaving themselves in a manner which could 
excite no animosity in the mind of any reasonable person. 

JEWISH ARTISTS. 

“I attended a pianoforte and vocal recital given by two Kussian 
immigrants, and one would have to go far to hear anything better. I also 
attended the performance of a Hebrew play, and I have never seen finer 
acting or staging. The theatre was crowded, and the audience was 
wonderfully enthusiastic. I was as much interested in the audience as 
in the play. I beheld the nucleus of a new Jewish race, from whom the 
Ghetto bend had entirely gone, I took great interest, too, in the work of 
the Bezalel School of Arts and Crafts, which is turning out some very 
beautiful work. [ hope that means way be taken for making it better 
known in the outside world. 

A GENERAL IMPRESSION, 

“T heard on all hands,” said Col. Levey, in conclusion, *' a desire that 
English Jews should come out and lend a band inthe upbuilding of Palestine. 
[ came back immensely impressed with the possibilities of the country. 
lam certain that the British Government will administer lalestine as 
well as any other country under the British flag. It must be givena 
chance, and we must show pationce and not expect toomuch. There is 


_ an immense field for Jewish enterprise in Palestine, and young Jews who 


go there will find every prospect of a successful career. 
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methods to which the anti Semitic movement resorted were bringing 
Germany into discredit abroad, and if only for that reason such barb» rism 
mist be combated. Anti-Semitism should be fought not by means of 
penal legislation, but with moral weapons. In this fight the churches 
and schools could play a great part. The Jewish population also nceded 
a certain amount of education. For instance, Jews should be very careful 
just now not to make a show of any wealth they might possess. In such 
a time as this all elements must work togetber for the spiritual and moral 
elevation of the German people, and for the re-birth of the nation. 

The remarks of the speaker were greeted with live!y applause. 


Mrs. Rathenau and the “ Protocols.” 


Warning to Emigrants. 


[from our Correspondent. | BERLIN. 

Shortly before his assassination, the late Dr. Walther Rathenau had 
institiited legal proceedings against Colonel Ludwig Mueller von Hausen, 
who writes also under the nom-de-piime of “Gottfried zar Beek.” the 
publisher of the German edition of the “ Protocols of the Liders of Zion,” 
for an alleged lib-l against his father, the late Mr. Emil Ratnenau. 
Colonel von Hausen had asserted that the facade of Emil Rathenau's 
house in the Victoria Strasse, Berlin, was decorated with a frieze on 
Which figured decapitated crowned heads. He then proceeded: 
llow often may it be that our unsuspecting Kaiser has crossed the threshold 
of this house without knowing what pious wishes this ‘ friend’ of his entertained 
regarding the future of the house of Holtienzollern ' 

Dr. Rathenau's mother has now notified the court that she is taking 
up the charge against Colonel von Hausea previously standing in the name 
ofherson. It is believed that the whole question of the circulation of 
the " Protocols” in Germany will be brought up at the trial. In view of 
the pronouncemcnt on the subject made by the Supreme Court at Leipzig 
at the trial of the assassins of Dr. R itheuau, itis prob bie that an ordcr 
will be made for the suppression of the book 

The Directorate of the United Jewish Emigration Committea has 
issued an urgent warning toall Jewish emic¢rants aginst illegally crossing 
the fronticr into Germany. It is pointed out that the latest ordes 
issued by the l’resident «tf the pissport office enforces the compulsory 
expulsion within twenty-four hours of a!! persons found to have crossed 
the German frontier without possessing the necessary documents. The 
Commit'ee aunounces further that it is doing all possible to obtaiu 
transport permits for emigrants. but can assist only those who have 
entered Germauy in a lcgal manner, and whose presence is not counter to 
the administrative cegulations of the country of transit.

The arrival in New York, on the inst., of Professor I. Mibogen, 
of Berlin, and Dr. Felix Perles, of Kv aigsberg, coincided with the opening 
of the initial sessions of the Jewish Institute of Religion. These twe 
gentlemen will remain throughout the first term, Professor Elbogen 
giving courses to regular and special students in Jewish ilistory, Jewish 
Liturgy, and Jewish Historical Sources; and Dr. Perles dealing with 
Biblical Science and the Religious History of the Jewish People. Dr. 
[srael Abrahams is to teach during the second term of the yer, andin 
the summer term the Rev, R. Travers Herford, of London, will lecture 
on “What the World Owes to Pharisaism.” Among other soholars of 
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distinction who have accepted the institute’s invitation for 1922—24 are 
Professor L. Blau, of Budapest, and Dr. 8. Krauss, of Vienna. 

The financial needs of the Institute have been provided for for a term 
of three years. The Free Synagogue, which was instrumental in founding 
the Institute, has made a gift to its fands of 50,000 dollars. This gift in 
no wise limits the freedom of the Institute, which is in every respect to 
be an independent and autonomous organisation. The annual budget of 
50,000 dollars has been met by the synagogue, and a group of friends of the 
Institute and a member of the Executive Committee, Mrs. Max Guggen- 
heimer, of Lynchburg, Va., has made a gift of 25,000 dollars as the nucleus 
of an Endowment Fund. Dr. Wise, Kabbi of the Free Synagogue, is 
acting head of the Institute, pending the election of a permanent 
President. 

The Bureau of Immigration of the Department of Labour publishes 
statistics which show that most of the countries entitled to send 
immigrants to the United States have failed to take full advantage of the 
Quota law in the three months ending September 50th. The number of 
immigrants admitted each month falls far short of the number admissible, 
leaving a large balance which may be admitted for vhe year. From 
Austria, with an annual quota of 7,451. and a monthly quota of 1,490, only 
697 were admitted in September, and 1,927 in the three months ended 
September 30th. Similarly, Czecho- Slovakia, entitled to send 14,457, sent 
during the period under review a total of 7,559 persons. The monthly 
quota for September of ~,47! was almost exhausted, 2,372 having been 
admitted. Hungary's monthy «uota of 1,128 was filled to the extent of 
92, The number admitted during the three months totalled 2,9r2 under 
the annual quota of 5,638. Poland, with a monthly quota of 4,215, which 
if exbausted, would have resulted in 12,145 admissions for the three 
monthe, sent only 7,#47 persons.

The A.R.A. will continue group reiief, 
such as has already been given by the British Medical Association to 
doctors or the Committee for the Relief of Russian Intellectuals, as well 
as the transmittal of packages to individuals from friends, relatives or 
well-wishers abroad. The packages will cost, as before, the current 


. equivalent of ten dollars, and will contain 118 pounds of well-balanced 


staple foods. These parcels can be sent through the Federation of 
Ukrainian Jews, 26a, Soho Square, London, W. 1. 


The O.R.T. | 
The South Russian Colonies. 


The Central Board of the O.R.T., has received reports about the 
sowing campaign in the spring in all the Jewish colonies in Southern 


' Rassia. These reports give information on what has been done for 5: 


Jewish agricultural colonies. 24,997 puds of seeds (56 lbs. is a pud) were 
supplied to the 25 colonies of the districts of Nicolaieff, Odessa and 
Krivorog, for sowing and vegetable gardening (19,337 pud or 77.5". was 
supplied by the Central Board of the O.R.T.). In 15 colonies of the dis- 
tricts of Mariupol and Gulaipole, 5,088 dessiatines of land were sown (the 
O.R.T. supplied seeds for 4,080 dessiatines, {.¢c., 60%, of the area). 

According to the report received from the Odessa O.R.T., the two 
Jewish colonies and nine agricultural groups of the district of Tiraspol were 
enabled to sow in the spring and autumn 1,00 dessiatines of land. The 
total area at their disposal amounted to 1,800 dessiatines. In the colonies 
of the district Pervomaisk all the tilled land was sown with the seeds 
supplied by the O.R T. 

The Central Board of the O.R.T. acquired for the South Russian 
Colonies 500 Maize Threshers valued at 3,570,000 German Marks.

ARABS STORM NABLUS PRISON. : 
[From our Correspondent] JERUSALEM. 


Several Effendis who had opposed the Government census were 
recently arrested and imprisoned by order of the Governor of Nablus. A 
mob of Arabs attacked the prison, and, after many men on both sides had 
been wounded, succeeded in releasing the prisoners. Subsequently, 
however, they were re-arrested. The Arabs have now appealed to Sir 
Herbert Samuel to pardon the Effendis. 

An affray between a Jewish workman and three Arabs recently 
culminated in an attack on the Jew, who was beaten about the head with 
aniron bar. Subsequently four workmen, together with the father of the 
injured man, went to the village of the Arabs, accompanied by two 
gendarmes, to search for the assailants. The Mukhtar of the village 
professed ignorance of the whole affair. A police officer then arrived, 
and ordered the Jews to leave the village. A few days later, the four 
workmen, together with the father of the injured man and the two 
gendarmes who had accompanied them, were arrested, on the orders of 
the Committee of the village, on the charge of having attacked the village. 
Thereupon the injured man demanded the arrest of the three Arabs who 


had attacked him. This was done, and all the prisoners have now been 


released on bail. The Arab Press has extended the whole story and has 

written indignant editorials about Jews who forced their way into a 

aceful Arab village, violated all the women, pillaged the dwelling- 
ouses, and so forth. 


The Jerusalem correspondent of the 7'imes telegraphed last Tuesday : 
The releasé of the imprisoned Nablus fiotables and a circular issued 
by the Moslem Christian Association have eased the situation and the 
census is progressing. Firm action by the British gendarmerie stopped 


‘@ threatening riot at Nablus. 


The Moslem Christian Association has given an undertaking to the 
Government to advise the Arabs to abandon the boycott of the census. 


Arabs New Move. 
ALLEGED NULLIFICATION OF THE SEVRES TREATY. 


The Palestine Arab Executive has submitted a statement to Sir 
Herbert Samuel, claiming that the agreement made by the British 
Government with the Kemalists at Mudania automatically nullifies the 
Treaty of Sévres, on which the British Mandateis based. The Executive 
refuses to recognise the decrees of a Government established under 
Mandate which, it claims, is not legally effective, 


Palestinian Immigration. 


ANTICIPATED BIG INCREASE. 


The Vienna Jewish Correspondence Bureau has been informed by a 
prominent Jewish Labour leader from Palestine that recently a census 
was taken of Palestine Jewish workers, with the résult that it is now 
known that there are 15,000 Jewish workcors in the country, all of them 
inemployment. On the basis of these figures, the Organisation of Jewish 
Workersin Palestine has submitted, through the medium of the Vaad Leumi, 
a petition to the Palestine Government, asking that in the near future 
3,000 additional Jewish workers should be permitted to enter the country. 
According to the Jerusalem Jewish Correspondence Bureau, the Palestine 
Goverhment has issued fresh permits to 600 workers to enter thie 
country in the course of the next three months. The immigrants are 
permitted to include fathere of families, who may bring with them their 
wives and children under the age of eighteen, as well as parents or 
brothers or sisters who are minors. Persons of méans also are permitted 
to enter the country: It is estimated that up to 3,000 Jéws will come 

Palestine during the next three months. For some time past-the.

DIMINUTION OF UNEMPLOYMENT. 


The Palestine Commercial Bulletin publishes the following report of 
the Controller of Labour of the Palestine Government: 


Unemployment showed a further diminution during the month, and there 
are probably at present not more than 500 or 600 unemployed men in Palestine. 
To a considerable extent this is due to the building activity in the towns. With 


the end of the vintage, more men wil! become available for enployment, but 
these should be absorbed by the new undertakings that are abont to be 
commenced, 


These figures apparently refer to both Arab and Jewish workers.

CONCESSIONS: TO RESIDENTS ABROAD. 
The Palestine Government has agreed that Palestinians who are at 
present outside Palestine and unable to apply in the country during the 


specified two months -October and November~—are to be registered as 
Palestinian citizens. 


Palestine Educational Budget. 


REDUCTIONS IN EXPENDITURE. 


In consequence of the decision of the Carlsbad Conference to 
allocate for educational work in Palestine in the coming year, 
the sum of £70,000 instead of £100,000, for which the Education Com: 
mittee of the Vaad Leumi had asked, the Committee has been considering 
the best means of making the necessary reduction of £530,000 in the 
budget. It has been decided to close this year five kindergartens and 
four schools, and to reduce the number of teachers in the remaining 
schools. Subsidies for other schools are to be reduced. This is estimated 
to effect a saving of £17,000 or £18,000 annually. The salaries of teachers 
are to reduced by ten per cent, and it is boped that this will effect the 
necesssary economy.

Transjordania. 


The Emir Abdullah and his Advisers. 


[From a Correspondent. | 


No small interest attaches to the visit to London of the Emir 
Abdullah with his Prime Minister, Rida Pasha el-Rikabi, and his English 
Adviser, Mr. St. Jobn Philby. This interest is enhanced by the fact that 
the British Government has thought'proper to modify its policy in regatta’ 
to the Jewish National Home in the Eastern sector of Palestine, and to 
secure the edérsement of this modification by the Council! of the League 
of Nations‘only a’ tnonth after the Corneil had approved the text of the 
Mandate which no distinction between Mastern ard Western 
tine In this’ respect. Before dealing with the political aspects of the 
question of Transjordania it may be desirable to recall the circumstances 
in which the Emir was invested with the rulership of Eastern Paiestine 
now known as the Independent Principality of Transjordania. 

The Emir Abdullah, secord son of King Hussein I. of the Hedjaz, 
was, before 1919, with his brother King Feisal, one of the two hostages 
retained by the Turks in Constantinople as a guarantee of fidelity of the 
Emir of Mecca, now King Hussein. Nominally the two Princes were 
deputies to the Turkish Parliament for the city of Mecca. In 1915, 
when the Turks entered the World War, the Emir of Mecca revolted 
against the Central Authority at Constantinople, and chose Abdullah, 
who possesses all the finesse of an Oriental diplomatist, to act as his 
Minister for Foreign Affairs, and to represent him in negotiations with 
the British authorities. To him were due the negotiations with those 
authorities. To him was due also the negotiation of the famous McMahoa 
Treaty of 1915-16. Abdullah not only distinguished himself as a 
diplomatist, but also as a soldier, and he was responsible for the first 
concrete step of the revolt by capturing the Turkish garrison of Taif in 
the Hedjaz. He subsequently participated with his elder brother, Ali, 
and his younger brother, Feisal, in several other operations, proving 
himself a successful leader. 

In 1918, after the signing of the Peace Treaty, when the question of a 
ruler for Mesopotamia was being considered by the British authorities, it 
was the Emir Abdullah who was suggested as the prospective ruler of the 
new Arab kingdom, but the course of events modified this plan. Feisal 
was expelled by the French from Syria, and a place had to be found for 
the younger brother, who already held the title of King of Syria, and 
who, it was claimed, would be more suitable as the ruler of a territory 
like Mesopotamia than his elder brother. The British Government then 
found it necessary to placate Abdullah and to avoid jealousies between 
the two brothers. They accordingly entrusted him with the task of 
governing Eastern Palestine and restoring order among the Bedouiz 
tribes of Transjordania. The Emir appeared satisfied with this proposal. 
and when Mr. Churchill visited Palestine last year the Emir was con: 
firmed in the position of rulerof Aman and Moab. The French were not: 
very satisfied with this arrangement, especially as the Emir had 
surrounded himself with a number of young Arab advisers who had been 
with Feisal during his short Damascus régime. The French were afraid 
lest the territory adjacent to the South Hastern’ boundaries of Syria 
should become a refuge for political agitators and a danger to her rule in 
Syria. They did not like having the two sons of King Hussein who had 

laimed himself King of the Arabs, governing territories North and 

th of Syria. After negotiations betwoen Sir Herbert Samuel and 
General Gouraud the understanding in regard to the harbouring of’ 
refugees, was, with the consent “of Abdullah, applied te:

Rikabi Pasha had been a very capable General in the Turkish Arm 
and at the same time an ardent Arab patriot. The Turks always feare 
him for his strong Arab leanings, and withheld from him the high 
command to which his military capacity entitled him. When Allenby 
conquered Syria he was taken prisoner aad subsequently rendered useful 
services to the British. © wing to his knowledge of Syria he was made 
chief Administrator of Occupied Enemy Territory (East), and when Feisal 
was declared King of Syria, Rida Pasha el-Rikabi became his Prime 
Minister. When Feisal left Syria, Kikabi Pasha settled in Egypt 
awaiting his hour. He did not follow Feisal to Mesopotamia, and some 
seven or eight months ago he j ined Abdullah as Chief Administrator, 
He is an experienced and moderate politician, Unlike some of his fellow 
Arabs he believes in pursuing his goal by peaceful penetration and quiet 
diplomacy, rather than by noisy agitation. By these methods he 
unobtrusively succeeded in securing the abrogation of the Baliour 
Declaration from Transjordania, aud this on the proposition of Lord 
Balfour himself. Rikabi Pasha can congratulate himself that in a few 
months he has obtained for Eastern Palestine, without delegation to 
Europe and without speeches and agitation, more than his colleagues of 
the West of the Jordan have ever hoped. Likethe Emir, Rikabiis paying 
his first visit to Europe, and though he has a son at Cambridge he has 
never previously been in England. 

Rikabi has received much assistance from the Emir’s English adviser, 
Mr. St. John Philby. Itisto Mr. Philby more than to anyone else that 
the late st modification of the Mandate with regard to the Eastern side of 
the Jordan is due. This modification was received in almost complete 
silence by the Jewish Press and the Zionist leaders, but to my mind the 
quiet activities of Mr. Philby may ultimately prove much more dangerous 
to Jewish aspirations than the noisy agitation of Lord Sydenham, Lord 
Lamington, Lord Raglan, and futli quanti. 

The Emir Abdallah in his declarations to the Press claims that 
“Transjordania is independent of Palestine; it has its own Govern- 
ment, and except for having a common frontier has no connection 
with the Jerusalem Government.” It is doubtful whether this claim 
will be officially endorsed by the British authorities, Transjordania is 
only the hinterland of Weatern Palestine, and is not politically strong 
enough to make economic arrangements for the development of the 
country. The iact that Sir Gilbert Clayton, the newly nominated Chief 
Secretary for Palestine, is negotiating on behalf of the Colonial Secretary 
with the Emir, conclusively indicates the continued political connection 
of the two territories. 

A consideration of the whole Jewish question in Transjordania 
must be deferred until the position is more clearly defined. The present 
negotiations should, however, be most carefully watched as the questions 
byolved are vital to the future of Eretz Israel,.

They wanted Palastine to be a State similar to 
Ireland, to which Jews could go if they liked, and take their share in govern- 
ing under the British Mandate. It would bea sad day for him personally, 
and for all other friends of the Jewish National Homein Palestine, ifitever 
became apparent that the Jews could not or would not rebuild 
Palestine. To him it was inconceivable that that day could ever cowe. 
What was wrong with the Jews? the world asked. Could they only lon 
and pray and suer? Could they not be men’? Could they not act an 
do things? They complained of anti-Semitism, but if he were a Jew he 
would rather have the anti-Semitism that spravg from fear or hatred or 
perverseness than the anti-Semisism that would spring from pity and 
contempt. The Jews must rebuild Palestine. They must pour into the 
land their men and their money. He hoped they were creating numerous 
agencies for doing so. He was happy that they had created one such 
agen>y which, both because of its character and its programme and its 
dimensions, made a peculiar appeal to all who hoped to aee in Palestine a 
land of social justice and righteousness. He referred. of c.urse, to the 
Palestine Foundation Fund, the Keren Hayesod. There was a fund 
which enabled the Jews to pool their national capital for the purpose of 
creating and waintaining in Palestine national iostitutions and service 
aimed not for the private profit of individuals, but for the welfare and 
progress of the community at large. The Keren Hayesod made him feel 
that the hopes which the progressive forces of the world had lodged ip 
the Jewish homeland were going to be realised. 


“A Jewish World-Congress.” 
> 
MR. MALONE’S WARNING. 


Under the auspices of the Anglo-Palestinian Clab, a lecture on ‘“‘A 
Jewish World- Congress’ was delivered by Mr. S. Landman, M.A., at 
Jews’ College, last Sunday. Mr, C. J. L’'E. MALONB, M P., presided. 

The CHAIRMAN said that they were living in very st rring times, being 
on the eve of an election. It was not his purpose to digress to the events 
which had led up to that crisis, but he felt obliged to say a few words as 
to how it was likely to affectthem. The political situation in England 
was of very great importance to the Jewish world and to the Zionist 
cause. All who were bound up in the Zionist Movement must watch the 
forthcoming general election with particular care. He had recently read 


four prominent London dailies, and all of them were attempting to 
persua le their readers to urge the candidates whom they would elect to 
abandon Palestine and the Jewish cause for which they had worked for 
80 many years. The Balfour Declaration had not too many friends now. 
That was regrettable, but it was no use hiding the fact. It was opposed 
by the newspapers, and by the political and financial groups behind the m. 
After all they had gone through, jast when the age-long aspirations of the 
Jewish people were near their goal, it seemed as if they were about to be 
frustrated. As one in touch with the political situation, be felt that he 
could not pnt too strongiy the seriouxness of that situation, There wasa 
danger, perhaps, in this country and in all countries where Western Jews 
were to be fund, that they might forget the sufferings of their less 
fortunate brethren in other lands. There was the much w:rse danger of | 
apathy—nay, there was the fact that a great many Jews, often in high 
places, were ashamed of belonging to the Jewish people. They were 
among the greatest enemies the Jewish cause bad to face at the pr sent 
time. The Jewish people had a very great influence ‘and a very great 
power if they were properly organised. They suppited a very large part 
of the brains in nearly every profession, every waik of life, and evry 
progressive party in politics. They were a veritable tower of strength. 
Within the next few weeks—and he hoped Dr. Weizmann would take up 
this question—their organisations must put the Jewish question to all 
political parties. Those candidates who would not give in unmistakable 
terms a pledge that the Balfour Declaration should not be departed from 
by one jot or tittle, should be opposed by the whole weight and force of 
Jewry in this country. Any government which might be returned would, if it 
went back on its pledges to the Jewish race, be laying the seeds of 
trouble, not only in this country, but ail over the world; for the Jew was 
& very vital factor in international politics. When they saw the con- 
stitution of the new Government, and rem+ mbered what had been written 
by some of its members in the Morning Post and other papers, they 
must see that it was impossible to exaggerate the danger. That might be 
one of the last occasions on which he would address a public meeting as 
& Member of Parliament—or it might not. If it were, he would be very 
glad that he had raised his voice in a cause well worth any effort and any 
endeavour. Politics were very like a pack of cards. There were Kings 
and Queens—and there were Knaves and Jokers. The pack might be 
shuffied, but to the man in the street it did not very much master. It 
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was the same pack, and there were the same people behind it. Let them 
not forget the Knaves and the Jokers when they saw them again, even 
though they might be in different colours. 

Mr. 8. LANDMAN said that he spoke to them that evening, not in any 
official or semi-official character, but asa member of the Anglo- Palestinian 
Club, interested, as they all were, in vital questions, such as that of 
Palestine. He dealt at some length with the effects of the war on the 
Jewish people. The world, he said, was still far from ready to give 
justice to the Jews. Government professions were of small value 
until the peoples themselves were well-disposed towards the Jews. 
Anti-Semitism was making rapid strides, and the symptoms seemed to 
show that its leadership must be sought among the Jesuits. In all 
countries there was an alliance between anti- Zionism and anti-Semitism, 
and the Jewish position had never been more perilous than at the present 
day. The only way to face this crisis was to present a united front. 
Jews would never be heard in the councils of the world until they were 
properly represented, and that could be only through the medium of the 
Executive of a Jewish World-Congress. At the present moment there 
were no less than four organisations which claimed to represent the 
Jewish people. They were the Alliance Isradlite (tniverselle, the 
Conjoint Foreign Committee, the Agudath Israel, and the Zionist Organisa.- 
tion, which claimed to represent them in so far as Palestine was concerned. 
The last-named was the only one recognised by international law as the 
Jewish Agency, but this recognition was conditional on the furnishing of 
proof that it really did represent the Jewish people, There were only two 
ways of securing this. One was that the majority of Jews should enrol as 
members of the Zionist Organisation. This would have been the simplest 
way, but it had been rejected by the Carlsbad Conference, which bad recom. 
mended the calling of a Jewish World-Congress. Several serious objec- 
tions had been raised against this plan. One was that only Zionists 
would respond, and that therefore in effect, the delegates would be Zionist 
delegates, and the Congress a Zionist Convress. The answer to this was 
that, rightly or wrongly, there was a prejudice among many Jews against 
the name of Zionist. It was easier to refuse to vote fora Zionist candi- 
date than to decline to participate in a Jewish Congress: thus they would 
get more voters. Another, and, to the speaker's nind, the most weighty 
objection to the Congress, was that it would have no real sanction bebind 
it; no taxing power, no police force, po army, no machiney for carrying 
into effect its decisions. The reply was that the Zionist Organisstion, 
with moral sanctions only, and in face of great opposition, bad raised vast 
sums for Palestine. If the appeal were made wider, the amounts raised 
would be larger, and would be comparatively adequate to the task. The 
question was also asked, what was the use of aii tiis machinery 
of congresses, when all that was wanted was to attract twenty-five 
or thirty of the most capable and influential Jews in the world’ 
Why not merely ask them to join’? But they must consider 
that although the merits and capabilities of the men at the head 
of affairs were independent of their being elected, their utility and 
the support they could induce others to give depended on the support 
behind them. The lecturer proceeded to deal with other objections 
which had been raised to the calling of a Jewish World-Congress. In 
face of the attacks with which they were threatened, he concluded, Jews 
were disunited. The religious bond, which had formerly united them, 
seemed to-day to be inadequate. The only bond now was the appeal of 
Palestine, and on that bond they must rely. The change in the Govern- 
ment might place the Balfour Declaration in the melting-pot. Let them, 
therefore, present a united front: let them organise a Jewish World. 
Congress which, in spite of having only moral power, would play its part 
in the councils of the world, 

After the lecture, Mr. LANDMAN replied to a number of questions. 


Dissentient Zionists. 
REFORM COMMITTEE ESTABLISHED. 


As a result of negotiations in Berlin between German, Russian, 
and other East-European Zionist groups, a United Berlin Committee for 
Zionist reorganisation has been formed. The Committee gives its 
adherence to the reform principles enuaociated at the Hague Conference, 
and will join in the preparations for convoking a second conference, 
which will probably be held during the winter, 

The Committee declares that it does not seek to cricitise, but will 
aim at effecting definite reforms in Zionist policy and administration. 
The Executive comprises Mr. Viadimir Tiomkin, Chairman; Dr. Alfred 
Nossig, Deputy Chairman; Dr. A. Kiee, De. Max Kollanscher, Professor 
Kulischer, and Professor Dr. Carl Lewin. 

Ata public meeting organised by the Committee for the purpose of 
announcing its programme, stormy scenes were witnessed. Dr. Nossig 
in particular was severely censured for his interference in favour of 
Jewish reconciliation in Poland. Several speakers urged that Dr. Nossig 
be excluded from the Committee. 


French Abbe on Palestine. 


BRITISH ADMINISTRATION UNPOPULAR. 


A ieuter telegram, dated Marseilles, Monday, says: The French 
Economic Mission to Syria returned here to-day after investigating 
agricultural, industrial, and commercial prospects in the regions under 
French mandate. In an interview the Abbé Wetterle, deputy for the 
Haut Ruin, contrasted the administrations in Syria and Palestine. 
France, he said, was carrying out in Syria the same civilising mission as 
Marshal Lyautey was carrying outin Morocco. Sut the British Adminis. 
trationin Palestine was unpopular and the native role in the Government 
was negligible. The Abbé did not think that Zionism would succeed in 
Palestine. Most of the 45,000 Jews now in the Holy Land, he said, were 
from Galicia or were refugees from Russia.’’ 


Orphans in the Land of Israel. 
MR. DAVID YELLIN’S APPEAL. 

A special meeting of the Eastern Europe Orphans’ Palestine Fund 
was heid at the residence of Mr. A. Hildebrand, 325, Seven Sisters’ 
Road, Mr, David Yellin, Deputy Mayor of Jerusalem, and Mr. Samuel 
Cbhrenovitch, General Secretary of the National Council of Jerusalem, 
addressed the gathering. Mr. 8S. Simpson, the Chairman of the Fund, 
presided. 

Mr. Yellin referred to the wretched condition of the orphans in 
Eastern Europe. He considered that it was the duty of the community 
to give every support to the efforts of the Fand. He explained how

orphans wonld be emigrated from the hel! of Eastern Europe to Palestine. 
No better destination could be found; the Holy Land needed agri- 
culturists, and the decision of the Fund to train the orphans on the land 
was exceptionally wise. Headway had already been made in Palestine 
for the education of orphan immigrants. Teachers had been secured for 
the purpose. It was necessary to obtain a substantial infinx of immi- 
grants into Palestine, especially young people, and to secure this no effort 
should be spared by the Jewish community in England. Mr. Yellin 
appealed especially to the ladies for their support. 

Mr. Chrenovitch made it clear that no effort would be spared to make 
the orphans the organisation would send to Palestine. competent agricul- 
tarists and happy and healthy citizens. 

The Rev. J. K. Goldbloom supported the speakers in their effort to 
make public the plight of our coreligionists in Europe, 

The Rev. 8. Levy, in proposing a vote of thanks to the speakers, said 
that Mr. Yellin was a pioneer in advocating the extensive study of the 
Hebrew language. Mr. Levy paid a tribute to the energies of Mr. Hille, 
the Hon. Organiser of the Fund, and to Mr. 8. Simpson, the Chairman. 

Mr. A. Woolf, B.A., the Hon. Solicitor, in secondinvg the vote, said 
that the best means of showing appreciation of the addresses by the 
visitors, was by using every endeavour to help and promote the work of 
the Fund, and as an earnest of such endeavoonr, to send to the Holy Land 
within a very short time at least one hundred of our sorely tried 
brethren. 7 

Mr. J. H. Taylor, B.A., also supported the vote, 

The Chairman explained how the Ukraine Relief Fund and the 
Zionist Organisation were working in harmony with the institution. 
The vote was carried unanimously. 

Mr. Yellin replied in Hebrew. 


West London Zionist Association. 
JEWS AND THE MANDATE. 


DR. WEIZMANN AND THE CHURCHILL STATEMENT. 


A public meeting was held on Sunday afternoon, under the auspices 
of the West London Zionist Association, at the Steinway Hall. Mr. PAUL 

DMAN presided. 

The CHAIRMAN said that everyone was at that moment anxious regard- 
ing the political complexion which the new Government would assume. 
He thought they had aright to expect of the incoming Government that 
it should not commit the crime of creating a Jewish question in this 
cotntry. There was no Jewish question in this country, and Jews had 
no desire to be treated in any other way than their fellow-citizens. A 
very special duty fell upon the Jews in this country, because, whatever 
the policy of the British Government might be in Palestine, the whole of 
the expense of maintaining a Jewish settiement in Palestine fell upon the 
Jews. He thought it ought to be made clear during the coming election that 
the British taxpayer was not called upon to pay in any way whatsoever 
for the establishment of the Jewish National Home, though the British 
Government was called upon to pay for a British garrison in Palestiae, 
just as in Malta or any other British possession. It was for the Jews of 
this country to support financially the establishment of the Jewish 
National Home. 

De. M. D. EDER said that English Jews had not the slightest cause 
for perturbation regarding the political situation. The Mandate was now 
a settied part of British policy, and, having been given by the League of 
Nations to Great Britain, concerned also all the nations which were 
members of the League. It had been accepted by the Zionist Organisa- 
tion, and in this connection be wished to correct a misconception he had 
often seen in print--that Dr. Weizmann had accepted the Memorandum 
of the Colonial Office (the Churchill Statement). It was not accepted 
by Dr. Weizmann as Dr. Weizmann, but by the Zionist Executive 
asa whole. The Zionist Executive bad accepted it without any arriére. 
pensée ; they took it because they could not get anything better, and having 
accepted it, they would abide by it. There were obviously consider. 
able differences bet ween the statement inthe White Paper and the Mandate. 
The former was simply an administrative act of the Colonial Office, which 
could be changed if conditions changed. The latter could not be 
changed unless the whole League of Nations brought about the change. 
One possibility of a change in the former depended on a change of Arab 
opinion tewards the Zionist policy in Palestine. They had always 
aimed at a real understanding with the Palestinian Arabs, based upon 
mutual interest, with a view to building up a Palestinian nation in 
which both Jews and Arabs should play their part. (Hear, hear.). 
A census was now being taken in Palestine for the first time, and the 
next step would be the election of a Legislative Council, just as in nearly 
all the free British dominions. They were engaged in Palestine not only 
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in founding schools and colonies and hospitals, but in reconstructing th: 
whole Jewish people, in getting them back to fundamentals, to realities. 
They had been divorced for many centuries from the fandamental conta: 
with the soil. They were now coming back and working on the soil, and 
that was the begioning of the process of the contact with the real things 
in this world, They wanted money to help the immigrants to Palestine 
the hospitals and other sanitary institutions, agriculture, homse-bailding 
and educational work. The more money, they had, the more quick!|y 
could they build up Palestine. He moved the following regolution :— 

That this meeting. recognising the historic significance .of the Palestine 
Mandate to the prestige and, future of the Jewish people, and its specia| 
importance to the Jews of this country, urges upon the members of the Anyg!o. 
Jewish Community, individually and collectively, the daty of promoting hy 
their generous fiaancia! support the establishment of a Jewish National ene 
in that land. | 

Mr. JoserH PrRaG, J.P., seconded the resolution. He was quite sure 
that, haviog regard to the great need there was for united action in 
this matter, it would have the support not only of the Jews in thi« 
country, but of Jews all the world over.. The greatest hope that the 
Aiovists formerly had was that the Turks would give them some sort of 
concession iv Palestine. When one thought of the ancient Home-land — 
when one thought that this was now to be placed in charge of the Jewis), 
people, under the guidance of a great Power, which had always been a})\> 
to bring out the best in the people it had taken under its care—one fe) 
that one must do one’s utmost to endeavour to help the efforts to success. 

Mr. LAURIE MAGNUS Said that, according to one of the organs of the 
Anglo-Jewish community, he was going to appear on that platform that 
afternoon in the white sheet of a penitent, as having been converted from 
one opinion to the other. That was the purest moonshine.* So far as he 
understood the views of his friends in the Anglo-Jewish community, a}! 


that they had been waiting for was to understand what the Mandate 
was, and what particular interest it would have for the Jews in this 
country. About five years ago a letter bad been written by a sowe. 
what detached philosopber, Mr. Balfour, to another somewhat detached 
philosopher, Lord Rothschild. That letter was a very charming 
letter, and one which opened large prospects in Palestine. But the 
difficulty about that letter was that nobody could understand it. 
He was not saying this on his own responsibility—he was perhaps 
particularly unintelligent. He would have been quite willing to believe 
that if they had told him 80 up till June of this year, when they 
were told that the letter was unintelligible, in the sense of not having 
any definite meaning, by the writers of the letter itself—the British 
Government. In June, the latter bad published a letter, in which they 
said that the apprehensions of the Arabs, and to some extent the views of 
some Jews, were partly based upon exaggerated interpretations of the 
meaning of the Declaration made on behalf of His Majesty's Government 
on the 20d of November, 1917. All be had been waiting for for five 
years was to know exactly what it did mean. Palestine might become 
a centre in which the Jewish people as a whole, on grounds of religion 
and race, might take an interest and a pride. He ventured humbly and 
sincerely to associate himself completely with that desire and intention 
and aim. 

Mr. L. J. STEIN, in supporting the resolution, said that it was indis- 
pensable that the Jewish world as a whole, and Anglo-Jewry in particular, 
should assume a larger share of the burden than hitherto. By supporting 
the work in Palestine they were in the fullest and most vital sense helping 
themselves. There was an intelligible feeling among certain English 
Jews that it was not desirable for Jews to call too much attention to 


. themselves, to suggest that they were in any way an international 


organisation. He regarded that attitude as a little small-minded, and due 
to lack of imagination. Even if well-founded, would it be sufficient to 
absolve them from the obligation that was incumbent upon the Jewish 
people as a whole? ) 

On Dr. SAMUEL DAICHES rising tomovea voteof thanks to the speakers, 
Mr. Magnus asked to be excused from remaining at the meeting, and left 
the hal! in spite of Dr. Daiches’s appeal to him to stay “and not 
run away again.” Dr. Daiches said that he felt justified in including 
Mr. Magnus in the vote of thanks. But if Mr. Magous intended 
coming to Zionist platforms and supporting Zionism in the manner 
in which he had done that day, let him rather continue to stay at 
home. He (Dr. Daiches) had expected nothing but good English 
Zionist sentiment from Dr. Eder, and he got it. He was pleased to 
welcome Mr, Prag in their midst as a Zionist. But he would not be honest 
to himself if he did not say that when a man came there and tore the 
great, famous document of Mr. Balfour to pieces, and called ita “ charming 
letter,” and then said “in that way I will support you”—he felt it bis 
duty as a Zionist of old standing to warn them of such a Zionist. 

Mr. ISRAEL COHEN seconded the motion, and declared that if Mr. 
Magnus, to whom he could not help referring, even in his absence, had 
taken the trouble to read some of the numerous speeches and articles 
delivered and written at the time of the Balfour Declaration, he would 
have obtained a somewhat authoritative explanation of the Declaration. 
He was sorry to see so small a gathering, which showed a lack of 
seriousness still on the part of a large section of London Jewry.

The Synagogue in Tel-Aviv. 
The Wider Question. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Sir,—I fear that I must adhere to my statement that there is no 
“synagogue” in Tel-Aviv. The fact that no permanent place of worship 
has been erected in the course of ten years is a matter on which one is 
entitled to comment adversely, even if some poetic licence was imported 
into the criticism. 


I had no intention or desire to cast aspersions on ‘our brave 
Chaluzim,” bat I shonld feel happier could I believe that all is well 
from the point of view of Judaism in the Land of Israel. One hears 
disquieting reports of the flagrant disregard of all that is most holy, and 
that it is precisely in the ranks of the pewer immigrants that this attitude 
is most prevalent. A Jewish Nationalism divorced from Judaism is a 
monstrosity which, it is to be hoped, will pot be allowed to survive in 
Palestine. It will do the cause of the Jewish National Home infinite harm, 
One can understand atem porary throwing off of restraint by men and women 
suddenly emerging into sunshine from the hell of Eastern Europe. Let 
us hope that they will return to the discipline of the ancient faith, which 
has ever blent the hope of Zion with the ideal of holiness. With all 
respect to Mr. Murray Rosenberg, I can conceive of no worthier cause to 
which the muse of a Jewish bard can be devoted, and in all humility I 
Claim (in this cause) to be in succession to a noble line of Jewish singers.

Beware 
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“The Dean of Hebrew Literature.’ 


On Sunday neat at the Carnegie Hall, New, York, “ 
great meeting will be held under the Presidency of 
Mr. Joseph Barondess, to celebrate the sartieth birti- 
day of Reuben Brainin, the Hebrew writer, known as 
the Dean of Hebrew literature. 

The following sketch of Brainin and his career 1s by 

Mr. Bernard Shelvin, of New York, who has been 

acting as Hon. Secretary of the Brainin Jubilee 

Committee. 

Reuben Brainin appeared in the Hebrew literary field before the end 
of the Jlaskala era, at the time when the prevailing form in Hebrew 
literature was the so-called Mclifza (the use of ready biblical forms.of 
expression, whether or not they were fully appropriate), and the pre- 
vailing philosophy in the life of young Jewry found expression in the 
dictum of the 
Hebrew poet, Judah 
Leib Gordon : “ Be a Jew 
at home, and a man 
outside,” which meant 
that the Jew should 
make a secret of his 
Judaism and should not 


disclose his national 
identity. 
Brainin, however, 


nninfluenced by either 
the philosophy or the 
literary form, ploughed 
bis own furrow. Instead 
of following in the foot- 
steps of the Hebrew 
literary giants of that 
period—the custom of 
young writers eévery- 


fied himself with the 
emall group that 
preached the new Gospel 
ef Jewish Nationalism. 


Brainin, in breaking away from Gordon and the other aposties of the 


Mr. Reuben Brainin. 


. gssimilationist Haskelah Movement, not only rejected their ideas and 


style, but from the very start of his career, avoided the mocking at 
traditional! Jewry, which was the custom of the Hebrew writers of those 
days. His strong national sentiment revolted against the superior attitude 
ef the Jewish in/eliigentsia toward the people. an attitude which found 
expression in ridicaling the old-fashioned Jewish mode of living. Ualike 
the writers of the Gordon school, who attempted to refurm the Ghetto by 
“boring from within,” Brainin opened its wiadows to let the breeze of 
European culture blow out the accumulated dust of ages. 

Keuben Brainin was the first European in Hebrew literature—the 
first to introduce the Occidental culture into Jewish writing. As the 
Hebraists express it, he was the first to bring the beauties of Japheth 
into the tents of Shem—to acqaaint the Hebrew-reading Jew with 
modern ideas and ideals of beauty. At the present time, things European 
have gained full citizaaship in Hebrew letters: in s9m3 cases Hebrew 
lHterature is even ultra-European, often containiug much of what is 
wnwholesome aud morbid in Western culture. Taere was a time, 
however, when Hebrew literature had absorbed only the essentially 
beautiful of MKucopeanism—the time when Brainin was the great factor of 
Europeanisation. Besides bringing Occidental arts and ‘artists to his 
readers, he introduces European formsof belles-lettres—essays, critiques, 
biographies. His sketches and short stories were entirely unlike and 


superior to those of other Hebrew writers, whether his predecessors or 
contemporaries. 


It is true that his contemporaries include other Hebrew journalists 
and publicists who, by translating European literature, helped to develop 
Hebrew into a modern living tongue. Brainin, however, is not merely a 
translator; he stamps his contributions with the seal of his owu 
pcrsouality. He has imbibed and assimilated all that is beautiful! in 
European culture; bus he gives it a specific Jewi+h flavour when he 
renders it into the Hebrew language. Jewish nationalism embellishes all 
bis work; his Jewish national ego is never lost, no matter how Western 
and cosmop>»itan bis writipg may appear. 

Justas Brainin’s personal appearance remains decidedly Oriental, 
however Occiiental his clothes, so, too, the oharacter of his writing 
remains essentially Jewish, however Western his style. He is constantly 
Jewish, even when he treats of a non-Jewish subject. It was his 
profound Jewish sentiment which moved bim not only to acinaint the 
readers of Hebrew with European cultural currents, but also to mike 
accessible to his pablic the thought of those who devoted themselves te 
Jewish science. 

brainin’s literary activity served not only to reiine the taste of the 
Hebrew reader, but he)lped also to create a new type of Hebrew writer, 
one well-versed in mocern science and mstheticism, freed from the old 
time ignorance and prejudices, and familiar not only with the Ghetto, 
but with the world at large. as well. 

There is one tranch of Hebrew literature, namely, bicgraphy, for 
which Bratnin is entitled to the sole credit. Prior to his entry ints the 
literary field, this branch bad been entirely neglected ; and to this day, 
thirty years after the appearance of his biography of Perey. Smolenskin, 
oer; none among our many biographers who excels or even equals 

rainio. 

With his biographies, he broke two existing traditions. One was the 
tindiff-rence of the Jewish people to the lives of its leaders. The Jews 
had never before cared to know how their great men lived, worked, and 
created—all that interested them was the spiritnal heritage leit: for 
bis veason there were practically no biographics—that branch of 
literatare which exerts such a great educational influence over the 
youth of every nation was entirely lacking, 


destroyed this convention with his biography—that of Perez Smolenskip. 

IIe combated also the custom of regarding authors with the sane 
sort of reverence as was accorded to the creators and expounders of 
religious Jadaism. In other words, the ancient principle, “De mortuis 
nil nisi Bonum ” was observed. In disregard of this, Brainin’s bic graphy 
of J. L. Gordon revealed things which were somewhat disparaging to the 
late Ucbrew poet. 

Lrainin was the first Hebrew author to depend entirely for his living 
on the output of his peo. This is mo longer a novelty ; but when he 
began hia career as a publicist, every Jewish writer had to have some 
other source of income. And it required @ great deal of sacrifice and 
energy on his part to remain a Hebrew writer, and a Hebrew writer 
only. 

"Bat with al! that he has always found time for the encouragement of 
young talents and for commuaal work. Not merely a writer, ‘he is 
greatly interested and active iu ail Jewish affairs. His public activities 
began with the Herz! era, bat his Zionism has attained its highest 
development on the Ainerican continent. Ia Lurope he was always the 
first to assist in every undertaking for the revival of Hebrew, and in 
America he has responded most readily toeach and every Jowish notional 
movement. 

Daring the few years he spent in Montreal, he was the centre of all 
Jewish activities, both of national and local character. And through the 
newspapers which he edited there, he constantly urged the Canadian 
Jews to become active in various Jewish causes. His urging, as well as 
his personal co-operation, brought about splendid resu'ts in the develop- 
went of a cultural Jewish life in Camada. Since he settled in New York, 
he bas continued to devote a great deal of bis time to the Jewish cause. 

A Jew with a warm pational heart. he cannot possibly ehut himself 
up in the four walls of literature ata time when the Jewish Renaissance 
in various ways demands active co-operation. It is only natural that 
Brainin should participate in a movement for the revival of Jewish 
nationalism, which had a writer for its leader, and in which nearly every 
other Hebrew author has assisted. Proportionately, however, Brainin 
gives too much time to communal work, that is, too much from the point 
of view of the interests of Hebrew literature. 

Brainin is by nature extravagant and versatile. As author he has 
distributed his energies in many flelds: and, what is more significant, he 
has excelled in every field. In reading his works one feels that had he 
concentrated his energy and devoted himself exclusively to some one 
particular branch of iiterature, he would have developed into a giant 
whose influence would have been felt even in the literature of other 
nations. 

Brainin is richly endowed, and, having a generous nature, he throws 
the wealgh of his talents to all sides, obtaining satisfaction and happiness 
in responding to all the neets of the time. His sixtieth birthday finds 
him still young and active, still with energy to take an active part in 


communal activities, without lessening his devotion to things of eternal 
worth —Hebrew !etters.

Votes of condolence were passed to the President on the death of his 
mother, and to the family of the late Mrs. Bischoffsheim. 

The PRESIDENT moved a vote of congratulation to Mr. M. A. Green on 
attaining his seveatieth birthday. He said that few men had done so 
much for the Board as Mr. Green. After working for years on depart- 
mental committees, he joined the Board in 1893. His worth was very 
quickly discovered, and from 184 to 1902 he was Hon. Secretary, becoming 
Vice-President ion 1905, in which office he had succeeded him. He 
acknowledged the assistance he had always received from Mr. Green. 
They deeply regretted his decision to retire from the Executive Com- 
mittee this year, but they viadiy welcomed his son-in-law, Mr. George 
Jacob, as his successor on that Committee. 

Mr, GREEN, in reply, said that his association with the Board had 
been an enormous source of pleasure and nota little pride. It had been 
a@ very great privilege to take a leading share in the work of that great 
commucal and national institution. 

The PRESIDENT welcomed the election of Mr. Elliot R. Jacobs as 
representative of the Liberal Synagogue. 

Mr. Treasucer, said that during the nine months the 
expenditure on relief had amounted to £20,015, and on administration 
£4,055. The income amounted to £21,398, making the total deficit £20,115. 
They hod been doing better than for some time past. The Aid Societies 
were doing much more valuable work, and donations aed subscriptions 
had increased. The number of cases had fallen off. 

Tne PRESIDENT said that he a‘ not wish the idea to get abroad that 
they were wellcf! They had still « huge deficit. 

Mr. ERNEST Monury sald that eae explanation of the falling-off of 
app icitions was the move liberal oatdvor relief by tre Uaions, which 
would probably not continue. 

Mr. D. GALINsKy stated that it was hoped the Federation of 
Synagogues wonll give the Board greater support than in the past.

“Liberal” Judaism. 


Taking Stock of the Movement. 


Jewish Religious Union Conference. 


Under the auspices of the Jewish Religious Uaion for the Advanc> 
ment of “ Liberal” Jadaism, a conference on “‘ Liberal’ Jodaism and the 
General Community” was held last Sunday at the “Liberal” Jewish 
Synagogue. Mr. CLAUDE G. MONTEFIORE, M.A., presided. 

The procecdings opened with a hymna, which was followel by a 
prayer read by Rabbil. I. Mattuck. 

The CHAIRMAN said that ij was good on occasion to take steck ” of 
the movement, and to discuss what more could be done for the promotion 
and developmentof their cause. They were always pleased to hear the 
views of the young membors of their community, because it was on them 
that the future depenited. Those of them who were responsible for the 


movement were always ready to listen to criticisms and sugges- 
tious, but these criticiams were permissible within certain limits 
only. Liberal Judaism was not a question of forms—of mire 
or loss Hebrew, or of the wearing of hats. It was not Traditional 
Juiaism minus an indefinite qhantity 7, The Liberal Jewish 
religious system war a whole, and a growing whole. It consisted of a 
harmony of doctrines and forms, consistent.with each other, and they 
were seeking to make the whole more barmonious, and the forms better 
expressive of the doctrines. People sometimes said that they would be 
more successful if they were to drop certain doctrines. But they could 
not possibly drop what they beld to be part of the truth. Some fumes 
were expressive of vital doctrincs—others were not. Wcreas the latter 
were amenable to chinge, {it was impossible to consider any 
alteration of the former. Thus in only a very limited eense 
could Liberal Judaism be “allthings to all men.” They tovk themselves 
and Libora! Judaism very seriously indeed. How conid they do other: 
wise? If Liberal Judaism were false, then they were deluded men and 
women; but if it were truc, then

lay with it,and wasboundtoinit. They were the only avowed exponents 
of the movement in this country, and their responsibility was thercfora 
very heavy. They could not heip feeling that the position of the com- 
munity atJarge(by which he did not refer toany particular c\as;) was serious, 
Sometimes, in moments of diffleulty and darkness, they asked, had 
Liberal Judaism in this country come too late? If Orthodox Judaism 
still seemed true and proved satisfying to an enormous nuimbcr «i Jews, 
they would feel that there was ample time for slow and gradual progress, 
But hundreds of young wen and women were drifting away from Judiism 
asareligion, though, by reasonoft other ties, they mightadherc tothe Jewirh 
body. Who was to stay this drift; who wastohelpthem”’ “Thehuvgry 
sheep look up, and are not fed.” He was not so bold as to say that they 
could feed them. They might not be powerfal enough, or dutiful 
enough, interpreters of Liber: Judaism. But they did say that if they 
could not feed them, there was nobody else who did or cou'd. I was 
their privilege and their daty to try to heip them. Only Liberal Judaism 
could comfort them in their loneliness and feed them in their huager. 

In opsning the discussion, Mr. GERALD L, SCHLESINGER said that he 
would try and indicate the reasons why Liberal teaching dij mot have a 
greater attraction for those who were no longer satisfied by Orthodoxy. 
Ia doiag so, he would give them the history of a failure. Some eighteen 
months ag>, he and two or three other congregants of the New West Kad 
Synagogue had attempted to “Liberalise’”’ the services to a certain 
extent. His ideas werethea not very extreme. To juig» by meetings 
that were held, they had the support of nearly all the ministers of London, 
and prominent members of the congregation. Uniess he was very much 
mistaken, that conference had the support of the Chief Ribb'. In due 
course the electionscame. A motion was put forward prop sing only a 
very small proportion of the changes which had been suygesied. The 
motion was iost. The New West Ead Synagogae had a membership of 
about 500, and every mem) >r had been circutarised with regard to the pro- 
posals. Yet. when the motion was brought forward, only 47 people out of 
that 500 were in the room. Thirty favoured no change, and it was worthy 
of note that nobody youager than 55 or 60 years of age was present. He 
conld not understand why out of that congregation of 500 members, only 
47 apparently cared whether the synagogue should continue oa Orthodox 
lines, or change to Liberal. That was the crux of the whole situation. 
He believed that people did not come to Synagogue, not because the 
services or the ritual were unsuitable, but because

and they no longer felt the need of it. He would venture an explanation 
of this apathy. The world had arrived at the schoolroom stage: it had 
passed through the nursery stage, but had not yet attained to the Golden 


Ago. Religion and ritual were only methods of teaching in order to attain 
this end. When the world was populated by illiterate nomads, they had 
had to learn control through religion: only the idea of a God watching 
them stopped them from murder and other crimes. That was the 
nursery stage. Now the idea of God as a sort of supreme man had 
perhaps been superseded by the idea of God as a scientific force. 
Perhaps the worship of beauty in nature might become the religion 
of these days. When all nations looked for their religion in nature, 
then wars would cease. Tais was not his own view of religion, but 
was put forward merely as @ possible explanation of the small 
attendances at places of worship—a phepomenon which was not contined 
to Jewry. Another reason was reaction. Thoseof them who had served 
in any of the theatres of war would agree that retigious feeling atthe 
front had been very strong indeed It might be that present-day 
indifference was the swing of the pendulum in the opposite dirce ion, 
People now felt that pleasure and relaxation were more necessary > (hm 
than religious worship. Those were the two suggestions he made t» 
them why the Liberal teaching bad not a greater attraction for those 
leaving Orthodoxy. Some of them felt that the old orthodox service was 
so archaic as to be almost farcical. A long discourse in Hebrew on the 
dietary laws wasa matter of only bistoricinterest. Children, too, rm yiived 
a service of a more belpfnl nature than a dreary repetition of monotonous 
dirges. In hisexperience, sermonsin the Libera! Synagegae were beinful, 
and sermons in Orthodox synagogues were not. He woul ik? tosce thelt 
services housed in a more. beautiful building; but when thas improve- 
ment was carried out, he. could not suggest anything more that couid be 
dione to bring in those who were not influenced by orthodoxy. If they 
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would not come in then, they would never come in. Why, he had 
endeavoured to explain. 

Mr. ROBERT r. EICHHOLZ said that the relationship of Liberal 
Judaism to the general community was best considered from the angle 
of historical perspective. The Liberal movement must be given its 

per place in the history of Judaism. This was all the more necessary, 
Reeness the Jew regarded every phenomenon in which he was personally 
interested as an entirely novel thing. Their whole religious history was 
geen to consist of alternations. There were periods when external 
pressure, or rsecution, drove them allto one form of thought and 
observance. There were rarer periods when they could think freely, 
and individual temperaments had the opportunity to exercise themselves. 
It was during such periods that the Old Testament told of the worship 
by the Children of Israel of strange gods. He did not think (though he 
was not certain on the point) that the expression, “ strange gods,” alway# 
meant mere idolatry. Possibly it meant new thought. It might be that 
that alternation, and consequent friction, was one of the causes of the 
undiminished vitality of Judaism—the play of free thought against iron- 


part of the secret of modern Judaism that thinking wasa necessity. They 
must teach people to think about religion; and it could not be. thought 
about in terms of practice. Too much stress was laid on practice, and 
too little on ideas. It was for this reason that some Jews described 
themselves as “ orthodox,” merely because two or three times a year they 
attended an orthodox service, no matter what the rest of their lives might 
be. He stressed the need for intellectual honesty in religion. They 
must know and practise what they believed. He could respect even an 
idolater if he was sincere, but he could not respect intellectual dishonesty, 
If they realised that religion stood for honest thought, they would not 
have to work for Liberal Judaism ; it would come of itself. If he might 
uote another scripture, By their fruits shall ye know them.’ Liberal 
Judaism would become known by the lives and actions of those who 
called themselves Liberal Jews. 

The CHAIRMAN said that that body encouraged plain, honest speaking 
on fundamental religious matters. He was impressed, but not convinced, 
by Mr. Schlesinger 's reference to God asa scientific force. He did not 
think that Mr. Schlesinger was convinced of that either, because he had 
not given it as his own view. A vague satisfaction in nature did not carry 


bound orthodoxy. It might be that this was «uite inseparable from 
Judaism. Orthodoxy and Liberalism had one basis in common: they 
were both out to maintain direct 


Personal Relationship with God 


on the basis of righteousness. The question arose, how far were they 
justified in proceeding on lines diverging from those of the majority? 
Throughout the history of any religious movement, there had always 
been minorities diverging from the majority. As a rule, these 
minorities became sterile. They must consider very carefully 
whether, where they had so much in common, they were justified 
in breaking away, or whether they should sink their differences 
on comparatively minor points, so that the harmony of the whole 
might be preserved. If it were merely the question of satisfying 
one’s personal temperament, it would be better discipline for that 
personal temperament to submit to the majority. But the matter 
could not be settled so easily as that. Half-hidden dissensions were 
never any good. Also, they must consider the more ultimate ends. 
Eventually, he imagined, they hoped to get some form of universal 
religion, and, therefore, they desired to progress as far as possible on 
lines of thought and action capable of embracing the whole human race, 
and that particularist creeds should be modified —more especially where 
“ particularist” meant less thought and more observance should it be 
avoided. His own view was that the only possible salvation for Western 
civilisation lay in an increase of religious thought and fervour, and that 
would never be obtained by insisting too much on formal observances. 
During the last two thousand years, almost every form of political and 
economic thought had been tried, and all had failed. There was one 
method of political regeneration that had not been tried yet, and that 
was 


one very far.

Sin,—The third of the three Friday evening services held at the 
Whitechapel! Art Gallery, under the auspices of the St. George's Jewish 
Settlement, took place last Friday. It drew an even larger congregation 
than the previous weeks’. Between 400 and 500 people were present. Ad 
the end of the service, those who wanted them to be continued were asked 
to remain behind, and of this vast congregation not more than ten or 
fifteen left the hall. It is, therefore, with very great pleasure that I 
have to announce that the Council of the St. George’s Jewish Settlement 
has given permission for the services to be continued on Friday 
evenings at & p.m. at the Whitechapel Art Gallery until further notice. 

It is very gratifying to feel that we have at last been able to satisfy 
a need which I have for years felt to exist in East London. I am 

convinced that, were the Ecclesiastical Authorities and the officers of 
the United Synagogue to provide special services for younger people, 
between the ages of eighteen and thirty, they would find that they would 
meet with a similar result. But it would seem that they either do not 
care about, or else they do not understand, the conditions in East London. 
It is true that the United Synagogue makes arrangements, through its 
Welfare Committee, for providing free Services for the Holy Days. 
Beyond that, I have failed to discover that they have made any serioug 
attempt to safeguard Judaism here. Perhapsitis that they do not realise 
that the Jews residing in East London to-day live in North-West London 
and in West London to-morrow. They cannot be surprised if the 
Synagogues in those parts of London are empty, when they have failed 
to do anything to make the services attractive for Jews in this part of 


London.

Sin,—It is extremely improbable that “Ivri Onochi's” pious exhorta. 
tion to “ Liberal” Jews will have the slightest effect. There can surely 
be no rapprochement between that sect and orthodox Jewry, when 
leaders of enlightenment ('!) such as Mr. Montefiore and Mr. L. Jacobs 
attack and repudiate the Bible and the restrictions it imposes.

American Opinion. 


Aspects of Jewish Fiction. 
The following appeared in the Jewish Exponent of Philadelphia : 


Quite an animated correspondence has been going on recently in 
the columns of the London Jewish Chronicle anent two novels by 
Jewish authors, Louis Golding and Alfred A. Mosely, which depict 
various incidents in which Jews figure in a way that has excited the 
eritieal ire of Recina Miriam Bloch, herself a writer of considerable 
note and ability. In her letters to the (/:ronicle Miss Bloch takes 
exception to the irreverence and anti-Jewish feeling displayed in 
what she considers a mean and nasty way by some of the characters 
in cach of these books. Jewish radicals who deride the sacred ob- 
servances of their faith, and other Jews whose objectionable traits 
are treated in a manner which indicates that they are, in the opinions 
of the autbors, characteristic of the Jewish people in general figure in 
these books. It may be said that Miss Bicc'’s objections are vigor- 
ously combated by these writers, Mr. Mosely in particular claiming 
that, although he has ‘probably displayed here and there a flippant 
and lively per, beneath it al! there isa strong Jewish national spirit.’ 
Admitting this to be true, it would be far better if beneath it all in 
the case of both authors there was a strong spirit of respect and 
attachment fer the religion in which they have been reared. 

It is indeed unfortunate that in the comparatively limited 
pumber of works cf fiction which depict Jewish life, the unpleasant 
note is made to predominate in a way that is rightly objectionable to 
many Jews. Golding is a writer of decided ability and promise, 
although the idea of some of the English critics that he is destined to 
wear the mantle of Zangwill is not borne out by anything he has 
thus far done. Mosely is a ready writer, with some of the slap-dash 
facility that proves to be entertaining, although itis rarely convincing. 
But neither of them appears to have a proper appreciation of the 
reasonable contention of Miss Bloch, that they have no right to 
caricature the practices that most Jews bold sacred, nor have they 
the right, if they would portray Jewish life in general with truth and 
fidelity, to pursue a course which not only does not obtain that object, 
but which entirely ignores the admirable traits of character which 
distinguish normal Jewish life. The life of the pooris not necesssrily 
always sordid, whether they are Jews or Gentiles. Of course, both 
of these authors and all who follow their method must realise that 
Jews and Gentiles possess the same traits of virtue and vice, and they 
have a perfect right to choose the good and the bad from either con- 
tingent. But they have no right in dealing with the Jewish side of 
the equation to lean so far backwards for the sake of preserving the 
appearance of impartiality as to do a manifest injustice to their 
Jewish characters. A story of Jewish life is not supposed to deal 
only with angelic Jewish characters. Bat it may reasonably be 
expected to preserve a just and equitable balance, so asto run true to 
the facts of life as it is lived by the great majority of our people. The 
essence of fiction is to present true pictures of life and character, 
and to tell an interesting story. 

Some Philadelphians will recall that not so long ago John Cournos, 
now a celebrated novelist, was the dramatic critic of the Philade phia 
Record, on which paper he rendered effective service for several 
years. Cournos was born in Rassia of Jewish parents, with whom 
he came to Philadelphia in his early years. He took no active part 
in the life of the Jewish community of this city. The busy news- 
paperman does not often have the opportunity to engage in communal 
aflairs, and his daily toil leaves him bué little time for social intercourse. 
When he went to London a few years ago it was understood by his 
intimates that he expected to devote his fature time to serious literary 
work. His first novel, “The Mask,” was published about three 
years ago, and was announced as the initial volume of a trilogy 
which was to depict the life and experiences of its hero, who 
was born in the Russian Pale and whose struggles there and in 
this city were pictured in stropg and realistic fashion. Whether it 
was the realistic character of the novel, or the somewhat immature 
form of presentation, this first venture did not prove a great success. 
Even in Philadelphia, certain phases of whose life were portrayed in 
“ The Mask,” there was little attention, critical or otherwise, paid to 
the book. Such neglect is, however, not unusual in Philadelphia. 
The repellent features were clearly not introduced for ulterior 
purposes, but simply to picture certain phases of life as the author 
saw them. 

The Cournos trilogy has recently been completed by the publica- 
tion of “ The Battle,” which continues the description of the hero’s 
life according to the original plan. It is interesting to note in 
connection with the publication of this book what some of the leading 

novelists in England think of it, as well as of the author's other books. 
There is no better critic of works of fiction than the accomplished 
‘novelist who approaches the subject without prejudice or partiality. 
May Sinclair, who is certainly not likely to look with favour on sordid 
or demoralising books, says that she admires “immensely John 
Cournos uncompromising sincerity and his reality in Babel,” and 
’ Sheila Kaye-Smith, no mean judge, itmust beadmitted, says that Babel 

“not only pietures life, but is lifeitseif.” It all depends on the point 
of view, it is true, but it is more than an even chance that those who 
‘object to Cournos’ work because of its realism and sordidness are 
mistaken. | 

We have on various occasions contended that the ‘‘ best Jewish 
novel” has not as yet been written. Some day a genius who is 
familiar with all phases of Jewish life, who “sees it steadily and sees 
it whole,” will write “the great Jewish novel.” He may or may not 
be an American Jew, but that he will be a thoroughly Jewish Jew

Jubilee of the Synagogue. 


In its issue of 13ch September, 1872, the Jewish Chronicle, reporting 
ihe opening of the new Synagogue of the Sheffieid Congregation la North 
Yharch Street, declared that the service was “brilliantly successful. 
Yever has any consecration ceremony been better conducted. The 
vecasion was made an event in the persona! history of each of the 
members.” 

These words, written fifty years ago, can be repeated of the celebration 
last Sunday of the jubilee of that Synagogue. As then, so at the jubilee, 
it was a Cnief Rabbi who was the preacher and the guest of honour, 

De. Hertz was received at the station by Rabbi Birnet I: Cohen, B.A. 
(the Minister), Messrs. P. Finney, Myer Cantor, and Louis Levison. The 
service in the Synagogue was conducted by Rabbi Cohen and the Rev. 

J. L. Kaha, who was assisted by a voluntary choir consistiag of Messrs, 
J. Sirota (who presided at the organ), A. Solomon, B. Bastatzky, J. 
Rosenfield, H. Rosenstein, J. Dakowsky, M. Sulaberg, and M. Marcus, all 
of whom had come specially f.om Manchester and contribated (uader 
the leadership of Mr. J. Woof, of Sheffield) to the great success 
of the service. Prior to the service the Lord Mayor arrived 
and was received by Mr. Morris Goldblam. After Mincha had been 
intoned by the Rev. J. L. Kaha, the Scrolis were carried ia procession 
by the Chief Rabbi, Rabbi Cohen, Messrs. P. Finney and Myer Cantor 
(the Wardens), the following past presidents, Messrs. Harris Stone, M. 
Goldblum, Joseph Woliman and 8. J. Myers, and Messrs. Moses Venmann 
and Israel Schweitzer, the two oldest members of the congregation, Tne 
Ark was opened by Rabbi M. I. Levin-Epsteia. A Bible Reading by Rabbi 
Cohen f »llowed, after which the Uhief Rabbi recited the prayer for the King 
and Royal Family. 

The CHIEF RABBI delivered a sermon, in the course of which he said 
that they were assembled to commemorate a great Jandmark, the Jubilee 
of the second House of Worship in the history of the Sheffield Congrega- 
tion. Their thoughts went back to the 10th of September, 1872, when the 
consecration sermon was preached by the then Chief Rabbi, Dr. Nathan 
Marcus Adler, ?*¥*!, who was assisted by the Rev. M. Hast and Mr. 
Mowbach, of the Great Synagogue, London. It was a veritable red-letter 
day in the lives of the pious founders of that synagogue. They had 
assembled in that edifice on that day to pour out their souls in thanks- 


giving and prayer to their Father on High for having enabled the Sheffield 
Congregation to complete in that synagogue a service extending over 
fifty years in the c.use of Judaism. In their sacred endeavour, the 
Congregation had received encouragement and help from far and near, 
from men like Sir Moses Moatefiore and Sir David Salomons, as well as 
from some of the leading non-Jewish citizens of Sheffleld—a mark of the 
tolerance that remained characteristic of that flourishing city. Alas! 
few of those self-sacrificing workers were still in the land of the living, 
but their work would be remembered. A jubilee celebration was one of 
those mountain peaks in the realm of the spirit on which they caught 
glimpses of the Divine, and felt themselves nearer and nearer to God. It 
was the bounten duty of that congregation to provide for the spiritual 
needs of the men and women of to-day, in the same measure as the 
The synagogue shoul! be 
the spiritual rallying ground for every son and daughter of Israel dwelliag 
under the shadow of that tabernacie. A jubilee celebration asks the men 
and women celebrating it: “ Uader which flag? Did they believe in 
lengthening the cords of their fiith and strengthening its stakes in the 
hearts and souls of the coming generation, or were they resigned to let 
their children abandon their faith?” He was not in doubt as to the 
answer. Some of the best-known names in Anglo-Jewry had been the 
teachers of that congregation—A, A. Green, Jacob Nieto, and Avigior 
Chaikin. Those, and the present zealous and scholarly incumbent, had

In a few words Rabbi Coben expressed the indebtednéss of the congrega- 
tion to all who had helped to make the service so successful. ‘ 

The LORD MAYOR said that he whs one of thé very few present who 
remembered the buildiog of the synagogue in Nurth Church Street; and 
couoted with pride many Jews, including their present minister and hig 
predecessors, as bis personal friends, Asan old Justice of the Peace he had 
never had to deal with a Jew:sh case, and as a pub ic worker he had yet 
to come across a Jewish name in the city’s relief records. He had heard 
many hundreds of sermons, but none that more deeply impressed him 
than that he had been privfleged to listen to thatafternoon. He was 
proud as civic head to be the spokesman for hie Jewtsh fellow-citizens in 
welcoming the religious head of Angio-Jowry and conveying to him tho 
grateful thanks of all for his presence and for his eloquent address. 

The CHIEF RABBI paid a tribute to his lordship fur his remarks, and 


to the local community for its record of Jewish effort. After a brief 
survey of the history of the Synagogue and of the congreg «tion (which was 
established forty years before their presents yaagogue was erected), Dr. 
Hertz again referred to the urgent need for a synagogue, and suitable 
class rooms, and also a large hall for use as a club room for young people, 


He was confilent that the congregation would forthwith deal with tho 
qaestion to which their minister aad lay leaders had repeatedly drawn 
their attention, and «f the urgency of which all of them were conscious. 
The Chief Rabbi concluded with a reference to the high standing and 
reputation of their former and present +piritual guides, and to the happy 
relations which existed in Sreffield between Jew and Gentile, of which 
their reception in the Cathedral Hall and the presence of the Lord Mayor 
afforded ample proof, 

Oa Suaday evening a dinner was given to the Chief Rabbi, clergy 
and council, by Mr. P. Finney (she President), and Mes. Fianey at taeir 
residence, Fern Bink, Broomhill Park. Rabbi Cohen, who presidsd, 
proposed the health of De. Hertz, He thinked the Chief Rabbi for hig 
invalucbie services, and congratulated him on attaining his own Jubilee.

HAMPSTEAD SYNAGOGUE CLASSES. 


4& PLEA FOR WISH DENOMINATIONAL EDUCATION. 


The annual distribution of prizes of the Hampstead Synagogue 
Hebrew and Religion Classes was held on Sunday afternoon at the 
classrooms. Mr..Herbert M. Adler presided, and the awards were 
distributed by Mrs. Adler. 

Mr. CHARLES L. Magnus, Hon. Secretary, read the report cf the 
Classes Committec, of which the following is an abstract : 

The Classes have now been in existence for thirty years. The new class- 
rooms were first used in April and have proved a great boon to the teachers, 
who are pow able to do their work under more suitable conditions. The 
number on the register is 173. The Committee cannot help feeling that the 
attendance at the classes is greatly disproportionate to the number of young 
children of school altendance age. This does not mean that the question of 
Religious Education tis neglected among the members of the fampsicad 
Synagogue. It would probably be found that there are few children who receive 
no religious instruction whatever. The children of many members are at 
public schools, or at private boarding schools. In many of these schcols Jewish 
instruction is provided, bat itis in the private boarding schools, especially in 
the case of girls, that the cases mostly exist, where they do, of the unfortuvate 
habit of some parents of sending their children at an impressionable age to the 
schools where there is either no religious teaching at all or where religious 
influence ofa non-Jewish character exists, which asserts itself very distinctly in 
the course of time. This is a matter which affords the Commitiee much 
coneern. A more Immediate care of the Committee, isthe very large proportion 
of children receiving private tuition, whose absence from the Classes it is that 
makes the figures of attendance so out of proportion to the Synagogue member- 
ship. The Committee points out that while the short session of the Sunday 
classes extends to but two and a-half hours per week, in the vast majority of 
cases private tuition does not exceed one hour per week. There exists po 
reason why the classwork should not be supplemented by private teaching, 
The future would be safeguarded in many essential directions if parents wou!d 
assume it as av axiom that, whether privately taught in addition, or not, 
attendance of their children at the Synagogue Classes should automatically 
follow their membership of the congregation. The Committee welcomes any 
pupils, irrespective of membership of the Synagogue on the part of their parents, 
and trusts always to maintain the Classes without the payment of any fees. 
The (ommittee regrets having lost the services of some valued members of the 
teaching staff. 

The Thursday evening Bible class, held by the Rev. A. A. Green, continues 
to hold its own. At present only the class of Mr. Green is held, but the Com- 
mittee is prepared to engage other teachers and form other classes if the 
pupils are forthcoming. The Barmitzvah class continues its good work. and 
\ts members are given the as yey of reading the Haphtorah in the Syna- 
gogue as often as possible. t is the intention of the Synagogue to hold a 
special service for girls. A class of preparation will be held by the Rev. A. A. 
Green. The Committee express appreciation of the devoted labeur of the 
Superintendent, the Rev. A. A. Green, to whom the successful working of the 
classes is principally due, and to Mr. Charles Lavey Magnus, its Hon. 


Secretary. 
The Director of Education. 


The CHAIRMAN, in the course of his address, said he was sure 
everyone had listened with very close attention to the carefully thought- 
out remarks which constituted the report of the activity of the Classes 
for the past year. Noone could have followed the report without being 
conscious thatthose who had the responsible work of the management of the 
Classes were fully alive to the vast problem in front of them, and bad a 
clear and wide outlook as to the difficulties that faced the growing Jewish 
child, and as to fortifying it against outside influences and firmly 
entrenching it in its faith in Judaism. He felt that in coming 
there he had already established a relationship with them. Miss Rose, 
one of the most valued teachers, had become the Headmistress 
of the Stepney Jewish Schools, of which he had the honour of 
being President. Their loss was Stepney’s gain, and Miss Rose would 
be a bond between them. Another reason why he was particularly 
pleased to come there was because Hampstead had been the first syna- 
gogue to take the lead in the formation of some general body to look after 
religious education in the synagogues of London. It was Mr. Frank Lyons 
and Mr. Alex Myer who put forward the idea that what was wanted was 
a& much closer co-operation than had existed in the past if they were to 
give full effect to their work. The result of that was the formation of the 


Union of Hebrew and Religion Classes, a body which had achieved a 


great deal of good in the sphere of religious education, It was in the 
Vestry Room of the Hampstead Synagogue that the Education Super- 
vision Committee was first established. And Hampstead might claim 
some share ip the activity which had since supervened. From the Union 
of Hebrew and Religion Classes a wider body, with perhaps more ambitious 
and far-reaching aims, had arisen in the Central Committee for Religious 
Education under the Jewish War Memorial, a body under which he had 
the honour to serve. That body was at last trying to carry into effect 
an object, the need of which they had seenfor many years past. It was 
absolutely essential, if they were to do anything for religious education, 
to work together. They had common problems, and must work together 
in their solution. In London there were the Jewish Religious Education 
Board, the Jewish Voluntary Schools, the ‘l'almud Torahs: the services 
had been hitherto entirely neglected, and they hoped to help the 
Dominions, too, with advice and guidance. All this was no small 
programme for any body to have before it. He emphasised the need 
of giving assistance and training tothe teachers, and drew attention to the 
value of the educational library being formed by the Committee. 
Addressing the pupils, Mr. Adler laid stress on the continuity of revelation, 
which did not end with Sinai, and it was for every Jew to acce pt the Torah. 
it behoved everyone to seek to understand his faith, and there was nO 
bigher purpose to which the intelligence could be applied. Ife quoted 
Hillel's maxim that an ignoramus could not be a pious man. He 
emphasised the necessity of appreciating the underlying beauty of Sabbath 


and festivals. Judaism was not attested by cloistered monks cut off from 


the problems of the world, but by teachers of scientific training. Their 
hearts must, however, be ia tkeir religion, as well as their heads. A 
milcvah Was Dot a mi/cvak uniess the heart was in it.

THE TOWER OF BABEL. 


The story of the Tower of Babel, 
as recounted in Genesis, is one of 
the most interesting pieces of folk- 
lore in the Bible. It is an attempt 
to explain the differences of lan- 
guage of the peoples of the earth. 

he legend has its roots in hoary 
antiquity, and is paraileled in the 
folk-iore of other peoples. the idea 
of defying the gids being quite 
common in ancient literature. It is 
told in the Bible with great direct- 
ness and simplicity, and is 
undoubtedly based on fact, for it 
bears the stamp of primitive con- 
ceptions of the power of God and of 
the belief that man’s power is 
sufficient to withstand the decrees 
of Heaven. Sucha boastful attitude 
was doomed to discomfiture, and the 
great tower in which this arrogant 
people thought that they could make 
themselves impregnable was never 
completed. There is another folk- 
lore element in the story, the scene 
of the inciden’ being laid at Babylon 
the great capital of the ane ent 
Oriental world, the root of the name 
being the same as that of the 
Hebrew word meaning “to con- 
found.” ‘Therefore ix the name of 
it called Babel (933); because the 
Lord did there confound (933) the 
language of all the earth.”
